The Duke and Sissies of York. 


British Jewry throughout the Empire render sincere and 
hearty congratulations to the DUKE and DUCHESS or YorK on their 
marriage yesterday, and join with their fellow-citizens of all creeds 
and origins in wishing the royal couple perfect happiness in their 
united lives. The Duke has, as we pointed out when his engage. 
ment first was announced, endeared himself markedly tothe country 
by his keen and practical interest in the industrial classes ; and since 
his betrothal his bride has shown her deep appreciation of the 
Dure's regard for the better condition of the less well-placed 
classes of the country, and manifested no slight indication of her 
determination to aid and help him in his good social work. We 
hope that the union of these two lives will be fraught with nothing 
but happiness, complete and unreserved and that the choicest 
blessings of the Almighty will be theirs throughout all their days. 


The Chief Rabbi at Manchester. a 


Dre. Hertz concluded on Wednesday a visit to Manchester—a 
long week-end as such a visit is called locally—notable among the 
pastoral tours from time to time undertaken by our Chief Rabbis to 
provincial centres. Manchester contains an extensive Jewish com. 
munity, and is composed of several diverse elements. Dr. Herz 
seems to have managed, by the application of remarkable 
energy to his not easy task, to leave untended no portion of 
his flock in the great city. He manifested an oratorical 
capacity—preaching, speaking, addressing, incessantly and if 
we may be permitted to say so, always effectively and weli— 
reminiscent of his Dominions Tour when he brought to his advent 
at each place in his itinerary that overwhelming, unceasing eager- 
ness which won from his admirers the strikingly cordial! welcomes 
he everywhere gained, and of which his keenest critics could 
say nothing worse than that he “hustled.” In the course of his 
Manchester visit Dr. Hertz was the recipient of gratifying civic 
honours-and hearty greetings from the leaders there of all shades 
of religious thought. But more important still, the Cnier Rann 
during his stay cannot fail to have fostered in Manchester Jewry an 
enthusiasm for the Jewish Cause, or to have helped spiritually to 
uplift the Jews there with whom he was brought in contact—and 
they must have been the large majority of our brethren in the 
Cotton city—to a higher appreciation of all that Judaism means 
and can mean for its children. He must have impressed upon them 
deeply the inestimable value of the faith we Jews hold in the 
shaping of their lives, as members of the:House of Israel, as men 
and women and as citizens of the throbbing ceutre of commerce 
and industry of which, in common with all its inhabitants, they are 
80 justly proud. 


The Leaguers.” 

THE report for 1922 of the League of British Jews has just 
come to hand. It is not a formidable document, but it contains in 
the course of two small printed pages more than one item that 
Should be noted very carefully by the community. The statement 


of receipts and payments for the year shows that the Loague isa 
very moderate sort of concern so far as membership goes, and in 
inverse ratio in point of numbers (and we should imagine in point of 
personal influence) to the Council, which contains an imposing list 
of names worthy to adorn a genuinely representative organisation 
of British Jaws. It would doubtless embody a considerable 
accretion of other names known and respected in the community, 
if the League were not the absurd and ridiculous thing it 
really is. We see that it calls itself “an association of British 
Bubjects professing the Jewish religion,” and having regard 
to some of those who fill the honorary offices, and whose 
names are paraded as the Council of a “League” the 
numbers and membership of which have never been divulged, 
we are bound to say that we admire the term “ professing,” 
its aptness and its applicability. However, the report tells 
us that during the year the Executive Committee have main- 
tained a close watch on any activities tending to prejudice the 
principles which the League was founded to uphold. Inferentially, 
judging from the report, that particular office on the part of the 
League seems to be to perform the very work for accomplishing 
which the Deputies are constituted. And so the question at once 
arises bow far this League, and particularly its honorary officers 
and its Council (which, we suppose, practically mean the 
“ League") is behaving with that loyalty and comradeship which 
one could reasonably expect from Britishers, and one asks from 
Jews when it thus impinges upon the work of the representative 
organisation in our midst. What right this all-Pay assim “ League” 
has to interfere in Jewish matters with public bodies outside the 
community, if would be difficult to even suggest. We thought that 
the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association formed a sort of 
working ententc, just because it was universally agreed that it was 
damaging to our community for two or three bodies purporting to 
represent Anglo-Jewry to approach various official organisations 
outside. Yet this body which calls itself a league and which 
represents nobody and nothing, save the individuals who for one 
reason or another wish to see the Deputies prejudiced (presumably 
because there are such awfal people as “foreign Jews” 
on the Deputies), has the temerity—so we read from the report—to 
approach various bodies as if it were an organisation voicing the 
opinion of British Jews,and as ifno such bodyas the Deputies existed! 
The “ Leaguers” have come to be recognised in the community as very 
silly folk. Two or three items in their report, however, show them 
.to possess other and more sinister qualities. They declare themselves 
rejoiced, we see, that the Mandate for Palestine wasentrusted to Great 
Britain because (be this noted) it coutains provisions for safeguarding 
the civil and religious rights of all Palestinian citizens irrespective 
of race and creed. How very solicitous these gentlemen, who call 
themselves Jews, or rather British Jews, are for Arabs, Moslems, 
Christians, and we know not how many other races and religions 
that exist in Palestine! We wonder whether to have said a word 
favourable to the Jewish development of Palestine would have 
prejudiced them as “ Britishers"” or as Jews—which? None the 
less, after this display of their aloof, if not supercilious, interest 
in the future of Palestine in relation to Jews, they tell us that 
they cannot support the Palestine Foundation Fund, because 
of its close connection with the Zionist Organisation — the 
one organisation that is doing anything at all worth speaking of 
for enabling Jews to make their Home in what this report sancti- 
moniously calls the “ Holy Land," and ‘ amid inspiring associations,” 
to develop a religious and spiritual centre ! 


** RATTING.”’ 

WELL, this sort of inconsistency may be but natural to the 
League, justifying Anglo-Jewish opinion about ‘it. But we come 
to something much more serious when we find the report stating 
the action it took last December, when it was proposed to 
found a Jewish League of Nations Union which would seek affilia- 
tion with the International League of Nations Union. Apparently, 
the idea of a separate Jewish League of Nations Union, 
or the desire to maintain a monopoly of Jewish Leagues, upset 
this egregious organisation ; and so it had the temerity to send 
to the General Secretary of the Union a letter, asking that it 
might have an opportunity of stating its _ Views, evidently 
in opposition to the proposal, before any decision was taken. 
Whether the General Secretary was 80 impressed with the window- 
show Council and its imposing array of names, or for some 
other reason, he replied favourably to the League and effectually 
quashed the proposal that had been made. Again; we learn that 
when the Zionist Organisation, in pursuance of resolutions passed 
by the Carlsbad Conference, sought to enter into ‘negotia- 
tions with His Majesty's Government in regard to the holding of ry 
Jewish World Congress, and the League gathered from the Ziontst 
Review that “ the ‘proposed Congress was intended to represent a 
definitely constituted Jewish nationality, claiming to be recog 
nised by International Law,’ " since “» nationality so recognised 
could only be a political nationality,” the League wrote to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, asking that “the Government 
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should see that the scope of the proposed Congress be limited to 
the economic aspects of the Palestinian question as provided in 
Article 4 of the Mandate.” Now we leave aside altogether any 
argument pro or con, either of these proposals, and we ask the 
very simple question: how long is the community going to 
submit itself to this “ratting’” on the part of the League of 
British Jews? How long is it going to put up passively with 
an organisation the chief activities of which, according to 
its own showing, appear to be devoted to appealing on questions in 
dispute in the Anglo-Jewish Community to bodies outside of it, in 
order to invoke non-Jewish help in the defeat of Jewish endeavour? 
This deplorable practice, so redolent of danger to the Community 
and so likely to arouse anti-Semitic feelings, has been far too pre- 
valent of late. It was his assurance 'that he had been in 
this way appealed to by a Committee of British Jews that 
rendered so important Lord BSAVERBROOK’s recent statement 


to the Arabs. It is true that the Jewish Community 
itself knows sufficient about the League of British Jews 
to regard it of literally no account. The general opinion of 


it is that it is too contemptible to notice seriously, and we doubt 
pot there are many who will think we are giving it gratuitous 
advertisement by this reference to its report. But organisations, 
official and otherwise outside Jewry, cannot know the sbam and 
delusion of this precious League. They are evidently deceived by the 
mannequins who strut on its Council, and they conclude from the 
names given that the League is of some real importance and has 
some representative capacity. We fear that the very natural 
eatimate which the community has placed upon the League 
has been carried too far in the direction of ignoring the mischief 
it constantly delights to do. And we feel that the time has 
come when some means should be taken by the Deputies, in 
conjunction, we should hope, with the Anglo-Jewish Association, of 
shielding the community from the League's telltale and peaching. Wa 
see with some surprise that several members of the Council of this 
League and some members of its Executive are also Deputies, 
How they can possibly justify the dual position, it would beinteresting 
to learn. We notice also that the White Paper issued by the late 
Colonial Secretary is in this report heartily, almost emotionally, 
commended. Surely nothing could better support the attitude the 
Jewish Chronicle has taken upon Mr. CHURCHILL'S statement, When 
we find men like Mr. LIONEL DE RotuscuiLp, Lord SWAYTHRLING, to 
say nothing of Sir PHinie MAGNus and Mr. Epwunp 
MONTEFIORE, -welling tears of thankfulness and gratitude over Mr, 
CHURCHILL's performance, even Dr. WEIZMANN has surely ample 
reason for the misgivings he has expressed as to whether the White 


Paper was in accordance or in any way compatible with the principles 
of true Zionism. 


Jews and Public Schools. 


WE are pleased to see that the very vexed question of Jews at 
Public Schools, the education at which is designed for turning out 
good Christians, and which has become urgent through the action of 
the authorities at Cheltenham College, has been taken up by the 
Education Committee of the Jewish War Memorial. For this the 
Rev. VIVIAN G. SIMMONS is especially to be commended, because 
the Committee that has been appointed to examine into the 
whole question is largely the direct outcome of the very able 
and comprehensive survey of the subject which Mr. Smrwons 
presented to the Committee. Due weight must also be attached 
to the very excellent speeches on the matter delivered by the 
Rev. IstpoRE HARrRIsS and the Rey, A. A. GREEN. We are pleased 
particularly to see that Mr. GREEN agrees with us that the 
only logical solution of the trouble is the provision of a Jewish 
Public School. It may well be, as the Rey. Micnarn ADLER 
objected, that Jews—that is some Jews—would not send their 
children to such an institution. But that is no reason why the 
many Jews who would should not have the opportunity of giving 
to their boys and girls the best possible Public School training, 
The means for this, so it seems to us, lies ready at hand in the 
school which is being organised by Mr. DANiInL Lipson, the Jewish 
Housemaster at Cheltenham. Be that as it may, however, the 
investigation of the subject by the Committee, as well as its report, 
will arrest the keenest interest on the part of the community, 


and we trust that it may in one way and another provide an ample 
issue out of the trouble that at present exists.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


-- - 


“The ‘Leaving’ Wing.” 


By Menror. 


HE announcement that was made at the Dinner of the 
Liberal’ Synagogue and reported in last week's Jewish 
Chronicle, marks the beginning of a new era in that 
institution's career. To raise in these times the no mean 

sum of close upon £35,000 for the building and equipping of a 
Temple in which worship in accordance with the principles of 
“Liberal Judaism may be carried on, shows at least two things. 
{t ehows that those connected with the congregation are in great 
earnest and are willing to make large material sucrifices. It shows, 
too, that the movement has come to stay-—at jeast for some time. It 
is always difficult to determine, however, how far the crystalisation 
of a movement such as this, its establishment as a recognised 
jnetitution, its permanence (liumanly speaking) assured, will mean 
its continued and increasing strength, or the beginning of its 
disintegration prior to ultimate collapse and elimination. It is 
by no means certain, paradoxical as it may seem, that the glory 
of a splendid Temple such as the “ Liberal" Jews contemplate 
does not mean the departure—-the first signs of the departure—of the 
Congregation’s glory. i amold enough to recollect the West London 
Synagogue in the days when it was etill struggling in the trough 
of communal antagonism. Its members were then vigorous Jews 
according to their lights. They were keenly interested in their 
Synagogue and ali concerning it. They attended its services, and 
gave their time and energy and money to the needs of the Congre- 
gation. The day on which the great faue was reared in Upper 
Berkeley Street marked the beginning of the declina of the spirit 
without which no congregation, no religious 


organisation, can 
live and thrive. 


To-day, the membership of the West London Synagogue is pre- 
ponderatingly that of absentee seatholders. Thev are subscribers 
to an institution in which they take no more interest or concern 
than is involved in signing a cheque for their dues twice 
nm year. Sabbath by Sabbath the attendance of members is 
in singular contrast to the grandeur and beanty of the building, to 
the magnificence of the Service itself, to the able ministration the 
(ongregation possesses, while the beautiful organ-swell by which the 
music of the Service is rendered draws an ominous and telling echo 
of irresponsive emptiness. 


During the vears the Congregation has 
worshipped in 


the splendid building that it. possesses it has 
vacilated upon the principles on which the (ougregulion was 
founded. It has gyrated hither aud thither in search of popularisa- 
tion, hunting for attractiveness to the congregation that stays away. 
A companion picture is to be found to the seatholders occupying, so far 
“8 their subscriptions go, every available sitting in the building, 
nod yet never occupying their seatings in their own person: in the 
telling sight, redolent of many jessons which the community should 
take to heart, of this Synagogue crowded to excess on ccrtain 
days of the year and at least, [ suppose it is no exaggeration 


to say, cighty per cent. of the worshippers not members of the 
Synagogue! 


Lethargy and Earnestness. 


Now, the West London Synagogue is yet again gyrating. This 
time it is not more English in the Services, nor is it a shortening of 
their length or the making of a morning time for their commencement 
more convenient to those who take much ease and like restfully to 
read their matutinal paper before putting in an appearance at 
Divine worship. Now, the cry is fora measure which will no longer 
necessitate an enquiry week by week as to the time of the 
beginning of the Sabbath, and the holding of the Sabbath Eve 
Service at an identical hour throughout the year. It is a little 
diffenlt to believe that the mere fixing of the same time 
for the Service week by week will induce in those who 
in present circumstances never think the Sabbath worth 
while to inaugurate at all, a determination to “welcome the 
Bride” each Friday evening. An even more dangerous gyration, 
however, is the proposal—or is it a determiuation ?—which, 
! am informed, is hotly resented in some sections of the Congregation, 
for the seating together during Service of men and women. It is 
not my purpose to argue the value or the desirability of either of these 
uew departures. Nor do I wish to convey that the condition of affairs 
‘a Berkeley Street, and the indifference and lethargy towards the 
essential purposes of the synagogue on the part of members, are 
confined to that Congregation. There are others, with which I 
“Mm personally much more nearly acquainted and which manifest 
Similar characteristics, in some cases I have in mind even in an 
4ggravated form. But I select the West London Synagogue, becauge 
! regard itas the step prior to Hill Street; although, to be sure, 
there 16 @ vast and radical difference between the underlying 
Principles of the two Congregations. And it occurs to me that 
what has followed the building of a great Temple in the one case 
should give Warning, lest the rearing of a magnificent building in 


the other may not be foll isi 
owed by the religious disintegration 
Which I have alluded, 
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For it must ba conceded that there are many indications in the 
Liberal Congregation of much close and abiding love and interest 
for it. I have previously in this column remarked that in point of 
religious education of the young the “ Liberal" Synagogue is ahead of 
most others. The work necessary for the Synagogue iooks to me to 
evoke the ready help of a far wider circle in the Congregation than, 
mutatis mutandis, inotbers. And, above all, I have noticed that the 
members of that particular Congregation are especially keen in 
assertion of the rightness of their opinions, and are more energetic in 
propagating them than is the case with alinost any other body of 
Jews in this country. They are more proud of their Synagogue and 
all pertaining to it. To such an extent, indeed, is this the cage 
that, as I have previously noted, there is a great deal of 
intolerance in the members who worship at Hill Street. They 
are intolerant of any criticism of their ideas; they resent any 
questioning of their principles, and are apt—very apt in fact—ags 
was said of certain Jews in ancient Palestine to sneer at and despise 
all Jews, declaring these are not as they are. ‘These traite, 
however, all form some evidence that the devotees of “ Liberal” 
Judaism mean é6incerely what they profess and profess. just as 
truly what they mean. 


Religion and Judaism. 


It is curious to note how © Liberal” Judaism has won the loyal 
and devoted adherents it has, while at the sametime arousing so much 
dislike, so much haired and ridicule, if not contempt. The reason 
for this diverse sentiment is, however, it seems to me, not dificult 
to understand. “Liberal” Judaism Hill Street, the Congregation 
and its principles may be beautiful as Religion. They are, however, 
deplorable as Judaism. And so it comes about that those 
Jews who care for’ Religion chiefly or entirely aod spurn 
Judaism, love and venerate this synagogue, while those—the 
vast majority—to ‘whom 
feel that while you can have religion without Judaism—there are 
many such religions—-the business of the Jew is to maintain 
Judaisin, conscious that then his religion is secure; spurn Hill 
Street and all ite works. It is there, it wonld seem that the 
weakness of Hill Street is to be found. For it calls itself Jewish 
only upon the very arguable ground that those who form its Con- 
gregation areJews by bicth and origin, with just a few instances here 
and there of Jews by couversion. Bat that is hardly sufticient to 
maintain the Jewishness of the religion; ond for my part | think 
it infinitely more feasible that a congregation devoting itself to 
Juduism rather than to Religion will thereby uphold Religion as an 
expression of Jewish thought and Jewish cuiture. 

Before now I have said that whotis knownasthe ” left wing” of 
Judaism in this country, comprised to some extent in sucha 
Congregation as that of the West London Synagogue and to & 
wore marked extent at Jlul Street, was really the “ leaving wing” 


of the community. ‘There is no strengthening of Judaism, 
though there may be oa strengthening of religious sentiment 


at Hill Street. Yiat is why extreme reforin, as il is called, 
inevitably leads cic assimilation to cowp'ete annihilation. If 
bas been the invariable experience of Jews the world over and 
throughout history. Extreme reform,an extensive deviation from the 
old paths of tradition, does not lead and never has led to a fostering 
of Judaism. It has always been the corridor to Jewish dissolution, 
The “Liberal” Synagogue bas lived up till now, prospered aud grown, 
on carly enthusiasm, opposition, novelty. It is now entering into 
a new phase of becomiug a delinite Congregation, having a great 
building as its place of worship. It will be interesting to watch, 
some of us will not live to see, whether the decline of this 
Congregation will not have begun at the very point at which the 
decline of so many other extreme congregations of Jews has set in. It 
will be interesting to those who live long enough to see for them. 
selves, whether the “ Liberal’ Congregation is going to follow the 
well-nigh invariable rule hitherto, or is going to be the exception to 
prove that rule.

Judaism is the highest concern, who . 
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Death of Judge Sulzberger (Philadelphia). 
——_ 

The death of the Hon. Judge Sulzberger removes one of the most 
prominent Jews of the United States, and indeed of all Jewry. 

Mayer Su'zberger was born at Heidelsheim, Baden, on June 22nd, 
1843, and was descended from a family tracing its origiu back many 
generations. It took its name from the 
little town of Siilzberg. He went to 
Philadelphia with his parents in 1548, 
and was educated at the Central High 
School. He studied law in the office of 
Moses A. Dropsie, and was admitted to 
the Bar in 1874. In 1895 he was elected 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas on 
the Republicaa ticket and re-elected as 
nominee of both parties In 1904. Two 
years previously he became Presiding 
Judge and held that office until1915. The 
Public Ledger of Philadelphia said of 
him: “He has helped to maintain the 
old-time .traditions respecting probity, 
profound knowledge of the law, and high 
sense of justice of Philadelphia's judt- 
ciary.” He declined a judgeship of the 
Supreme Court offered him by President 
Taft, who also offered him the embassy at Constantinople, which he also 
refused, giving as his reason that he preferred to remain on the Bench, 

Judge Sulzberger thronghout his life associated himself with Jewish 
affairs and rendered eminent services to bis coreligionists. He was no 
mean scholar. While studying for the Bar he taught at the Hebrew 
Education Aid Society's School, and for a time was interested in the 
affairs of the Maimonides College, of which he acted as Secretary. He

’ was closely associated with the Rev. Isaac Leeser, whom he assisted in 


editing the Occident, contribating to ita partial translation of Maimonides’ 
“ Guide to the Perplexed.” After Leeser’s death he edited the paper for a 
ycar. Among his other literary works were a treatise, “ Am ha-aretz,” 
published in 1909, ‘The Polity of the Ancient Hebrews” (1912), and “ The 
Ancient Hebrew Law of Homicide” (1915). He was one of the founders 
of the Young Men’s Hebrew Association, which he served as President, and 
took an active interest in the Jewish Hospital at Philadciphia. He was one 
of the founders of the Jewish Publication Society, and acted as Chairman 
of the Publication Committee. He was one of the trustees of the ilirsch 
Fund, and interested himself in agricultural settiements at Woodbine, New 
Jersey, and Connecticut, He was one of the founders of the Kehiila in 
Philadelphia, and of the American Jewish Committee, which he served 
as President for six years. Ona his retirement he was presented by his 
colleagues with a silver loving cup “asa testimonial of their admiration 
for his learning, bis statesmwansbip, and his patriotisim, of their apprecia- 
tion of his loyalty and bis unselfishness, and their abiding affection for 
the man who, whilst guiding their minds, won their hearts.” 

Th? deceased was a member of a Jewish deputation which waited 
ou President Taft in regard to the abrogation of the Commercial Treaty 
with Russia, and he delivered a great speech before the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the House of Representatives in support of that proposal, 
which was adopted with only one dissentient. 

Judge Sulzberger collected a very fine Hebrew library, containing a 
number of MSS. and incupabula. The bulk of the collection was pre- 
sented to the Jewish Theological Seminary, New York, other gifts being 
made to the Dropsie College. 

He was a fine orator and was often chosen in a representative capacity 
to deliver addresses on occasions of national or communal importance, 
He was given the Honorary Degree of Doctor of Laws by the J¢fferson 
College. 


A Memorial! Note. 
By ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 


When my friend Joseph Cowen first went to the States, he wrote 
back to me, “ Why didn’t you tell me there were such Jews?” He had 
in mind particularly Judge Sulzberger. It was indeed a revelation 
to him, after the stiff stupidity of our British communal leaders, 
to find in the intellectual chief of American Jewry a “ potent seignior.” 
who, though “ grave and reverend” enough when the situation demanded, 
was open-hearted, widely cultured, beautifully balanced, and, above all, 
fullof wit and fun. If Mr. Schiff was the heart of American Israel, Mayer 
Sulzberger was its head. He gaveits body dignity and preserved it in 
cordial relations with the environment. Ali Philadelphia honoured the Judge 
as its foremost citizen. That small caped figure with the magnificent 
head, walking daily the long mile to the Law Courts, was known and 
loved ofall. He was re-elected to his judicial position by the unanimous 
voice of Jew and Gentile. That he never sat on the Supreme Bench was 
due entirely to his philosophic detachment. He would not move from 
the wonderful library he bad built himself in Girard Avenue, where, a 
breezy old bachelor, he lived with his sister and bis brother, and the 
faithful coloured “Henry” who, like Mary O'Reilly in Children of the 
Ghetto,--the book of which his master was the main, if not “the onlie 
begetter ”—- would never allow the guests butter and meat together. After 
the death of his sister, three of his nieces were added to the household, 
and in this peaceful milieu, universally beloved and consulted, he smoked 
and studied, chatted and jested, satirised and read novels innumerable, 
till in the fulness of age he faded away. 


Posterity may be puzzied to understand how he came to his supreme 
position, He was generous—he pensioned the graceless author of Malikeah 
for example—but he was not rich; he was lettered, but he was not 
erudite ; he was an orator, but America abounds in orators. Recently 
indeed, he gave some lectures oa the Bible which may well be epoch. 
making. It requires no small ingenuity—to say the least—to Strike new 
veins in & mine 8o apparently outworked, to make discoveries ina text 
over which the keenest intellects have brooded for two thousand years, 
What Judge Sulzberger brought to the Bible was—in a world of word- 


spinners—his knowledge of law and politics; and if his discoveries are 
confirmed, they will prove a far more important salvage from the past 
than anything recovered from the tomb of Tutankhamen. But as these 
achievements of his were Wrought on the brink of the grave, they cannot 
serve to explain the headship of a lifetime. The secret of that was 
persovality. Since the deaths of Mark Twain and Roosevelt he seemed 
to me the only outstanding personality left in America; unknown, indeed, 
to the larger world, but it is an old dictum that “the world knows nothing 
of its greatest men.” 

Of bis work for his people other pens will write; but I may venture 
to recall that he served the Jewish Territorial Organisation both as 
member of ite American Committee and of its Geographical Commission. 
Unlike our own communal leaders, he understood that a community has 
inte. lectual needs as weil as political or philanthropical, and he was the 
corner-stone of Colleges and Libraries and Publication Socteties, in all of 
which English Judaism is barbarously deficient. It was at his instiga- 
tion that I made the translation from Ibn Gabiro!, which is now in the 
press. The last letter I received from him—it was in January of this 
year—shows the activity of his mind and the character of his interests 
within a few months of his death, . nd on the edge of eighty: 

I see that you are busy in various ways besides working a* your trade, 
though I fear that the lack of unifled thought and effort iu the matter of Jewish 
renascence must at times be disheartening. Nevertheless, 1 know that your 
activity will be persisted in, and will, in the end, produce results. 

We, in this country, are kept pretty busy trying to help the war-sufferers 
here and abroad, and have no reason to complain of laxity in our people in reygar ! 
to such material charitable endeavour. 

The enthusiasm for higher and more remote aims, to promote the intel!le-:. 
tual and religious welfare of those who are not afflicted with physical poverty, 
is less marked, but even in this respect we are making some progre.s. 

How about your next visit to us? Is it jotted down in any programme} 
My nieces are spoiling to spoil all your kids, as is their habit, by endiess petting. 
That risk you can safely encounter. Atali events, let us hear from you a b:t 
more frequently, aud believe us al! to be as ever,

This letter, written in a beautiful hand of almost schoolboyish 
perfection, absolutely unfaitering, seems the mirror of his lucid and 
unshakable spirit. He, too, it is clear, was a Peter Pan who 
refused to grow old, who looked forward with unabated liveliness to 
unending caus rie and correspondence. He enjoyed life like a good 
cigar and had no truck with modern morbidity. His causticity, which 
some thought cynicism, was merely criticism. It was sufficient 
to watch the twinkling radiance of his face, flashing with humour 
and tenderness, infinitely mobile. No photograph or painting could 
ever capture that plastic subtiety. There was the same unseizable 
vitality in his views. He reverenced the old-——a scrap of ancient writing 
thrilled him—yet he set his face forward to the new, even while anathe.- 
matising the Reformers as advertisers. In the camp both of the 
dreamers and of the doers, as much a merry schoolboy as a venerable 
master, sympathising cqually with prophetic and with traditional 
Judaism, w‘th Zionism and with Territorialism, he supplied a sane 
guidance to a distracted and chaotic age. His loss is irreplaceable, aud 
American Israel, rich as it is in men, looms to me cold and dark. 


Mr. ARMIN JOSAPHAT. 


My dear friend and honoured counsellor, Armin Josaphat, bas gone 
to his rest, and has left behind an aching void which it wi)! be hard to 
fill. There were not many such as he in a congregation and even in « 
community, and bis passing leaves us palpably the poorer. Whether it 
was quiet religious intensity or his wide Jewish knowledge, whether his 
great kind heart or his unfailing sympathy and patience—from which- 
ever point of view one thinks or him, I see how he will be missed. 
It was an honour to me to have such a man as a congregant of 
mine, and it was my earnest endeavour to retain his respect. One 
cannot enumerate the various bodies on which he served, for every 
movement that aimed at the revival of our people and the spreading of 
our faith found in him a steady and generous supporter. But he did not 
support blindly, and it was mainly in Jewish education that he persevered. 
The Mizrachi Kindergarten at the Stamford Hill Synagogue was 
his favourite, and he had hoped that it would have been the precursor of 
many such. His seventy-five years have not been lived in vain, for tho 
many that knew him will ever cherish his memory, and into their lives 
will have entered an incentive to continue his Dwn wri. To his wife, 
his lifelong companion and helpmate, all sympathy is extended.—From 
Rev. SAMUEL Gross, B.A. . 

By the death of Mr. Armin Josaphat on the 2ist day of the Omer the 
Anglo-Jewish community has lostone whose departure will be keenly felt, 
not only atthe Dalston Synagogue, where he was onecoftheleading members 
for many years, but by all who came into contact with him. For he was 
no ordinary man and no ordinary Jew. As a man, he was most kind, 
noble-hearted and charitable, one to whom no person in trouble appealed in 
vain for help if he was able to give help. He was also a cultured, 
educated man, well-read, with a keen interest in art and literature. 
Born seventy-five years ago in Halberstadt, he was the son of Rabbi 
Gershon Josaphat, Head of the Beth Din there, who was a close friend 
of the famous l’rankfort Rabbi Samson Raphael Hirsch, and like bim 
tried to find ways and means to unite strict observance of Jewish 
traditional laws with secular learning and modern culture. How 
well the father succeeded in the education of his son, the latter 
showed all through his life. Armin Josaphat wasa sound Hebrew scholar 
who regularly studied the Talmud, Bible commentaries, and works on 
religious philosophy, and was also keenly interested in modern 
Jewish literature. He supported every undertaking for publishing 
new works, such as the Mishnah Concordance and Theodor's 
Midrash Rabbah, His favourite Bible commentary was that of Ibn 


_ Ezra, and he always rejoiced if he could discover a new point, & 


new finesse in this often obscurely worded commentary. A product of 
the old school, but filled with modern ideas, the deceased combined in 
his person qualities rarely found united inone men. In communal matters 
ho was @ very active worker, was a member of the Board of Management, 
and, I believe, also some time Warden of the Dalston Synagogue, 2 
member of the Council of the United Synagogue, Jews’ College, and 
the Mizrachi Organisation. Mr. Josaphat leaves no children, but his 
memory will live in the hearts of all who knew him. The deepest 
Sympathy will go out to his widow, to whom he was married for over bal!

NORTH LONDON SOCIETY FORMED, 


A drawing-room meeting was held on Sunday at 6, Fountayne Road, 
Stoke Newington, the residence of Mr. and Mrs. H. Gross. 

Rabbi Harris COHBN, who presided, seid that he was particularly 
glad to welcome Mr. Monteflore, who had unfortanately been Ill for some 
time. They were very giad that he had found his way to the North of 
London, and hoped to be able to help bim in the important work he was 
doing. For a long time the work of the Jewish Association for the Protee- 
tion of Girls and Women had been carried on too quietly. It was nota 
good thing to keep an evil within olosed doors. It should be known that 
it existed, and men and women should unite to oradicate the evil. They 
would not only be help®&g others to lead pure lives, but would be helping 
to bring about a Kiddush Ilashem instead of a Chiliul Hashem. 

Mr. C. G. MONTBPIORE said that the Chairman's fervent and eloquent 
speech bad lightened the task of those who had to follow him. Nowadays 
there were people who objected to things which were sectarian, bug 
althouvh their Association was in a sense sectarian, over and above that 
one could look at it in a purely humanitarian light. If they helped that 
work they were helping also the cause of a purer London and a purer 
England geuerally. He did not think that the great need thero was 
nowadays for such work was because they were necessarily worse than 
their parents or grandparents, bunt the conditions of life were different 
and more dificult. The evils against which the Association was working 
Were well-known among non-Jews, and would cause a very considerable 
amount of anti-Semiti«m if its work were notknown. Consequently, any 
support from the Jewish community counted directly in the diminution 
of any possible anti-Semitic feeling, and also helped to clear the Jewish 
name and make Jews stand well and honovurably with their fellow- 
citizens of other creeds. 

Mr. A. R. Mono gave details of the work of the Association. He 
stated that Mr. 5S. Cohen, Secretary of the Association, was now on his 
way tothe Continent, where he would visit various towns and would 
attend a conference at Vienna. 

Mrs. L. PYKF described the work done at the Homes connected with 
the Association and at the Club in Mansell Street, and paid a tribute to 
the work of Miss Denhof, the Secretary to the Homes and Visiting Com. 
mittee. She appealed to Jewish women to recognise that when they led 
©xtravagant, ostentatious and selfish lives, they were making things 
infinitely more difficult for those less fortunately placed. 

The Rev. 1. LIVINGSNONE emphasised the religious and communal 
aspects’of the question. One of the lessons which Israel had proclaimed 
to the world was, he declared, the holiness of purity. That had been the 
mora! foundation which the Hebrew Bible had proclaimed throughout the 
ages. The work of the Association would suffer and bave to be curtailed, 
unlears they obtained a larger number of regolarand permanent subscribers, 
Ile suggested the formation in that district of an Aid Society and a small 
committee to help to organise the work. The South Hackney Aid Society 
was very active, and he was sure Stoke Newington could beat South 
Hackney. He hoped Stoke Newington would do better than any other 
district, and expressed the Association's thauks to Mr. and Mrs, Gross 
for their kindness in giving that opportunity for helping to make known 
the work of the Association. 

Thanks were accorded to the speakers on the motion of Mr. Schiff. 

A Stoke Newington Aid Society was formed, with Mr. A. |. bard as 
Chairman and Miss Carmel Epstein as Hon. Secr tary.

Speeches by the Rev. Isidore Harris and the Rev. A. A. Green. 


COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 


A meeting of the Central Committee of the War Memorial for Jewish 
Education was held on Tharsday of last week at Jews’ College. There 
Were present: 

Dr. A. Eichholz, C.B.E., in the Chair, Mra. Eichholz, Mrs. A. E. Franklis, 
Miss Rose Solomon, Dayan A. Feldman, the Revs. M. Adler, D.8.0., J. & 
Goldbloom, A. A. Green, Isidore Harris, W. Levin, and Vivian Simmons, Dr A. 
Biichler, Mesers, L. G. Bowman, A. E. Franklin, I. Goldston, A. Kahn, J. Prag, 
and W. Wachman. The Director of Education (Mr. H. M,. Adler) was in 
attendance. 

The annual report was considered in draft and adopted for presenta- 
tion to the Executive Committee of the Jewish War Memorial. 


Jews in Publie Schools. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Committee would proceed to consider 
the memorandum presented by the Rev. Vivian Simmons at the last 
mecting in regard to Jews and public schools. The issues raised were 
vory grave, and he thought there should be free and open discussion, 
though he urged that members should show discretion. These issues 
were interesting the non-Jewish community very seriously. He had had 
occasion to discuss the matters involved with non-Jews, and he knew 
their views. He had been told by one non-Jew directly interested that he 
ought to read the Jewish Chronicle (Hear, hear,and laughter.) Hisown 
feciing was that the matter should go to a sub-committee, but he thought 
there should first be a general discussion. 

The Rev. Istpore HARRIS in opening the debate said that they had 
to be very thankful to Mr. Simmons for bringing the pressing question 
of the relation of the community te public school education before the 
Jewish War Memorial. It would have been a pressing question even if 
there had been no Cheltenham matter before the community. What had 
happened recently at Cheltenham had only served to bring things toa 


head sooner than would otherwise have happened, They were confronted 
with this situation—that in the majority of public schools at the present 
time, Jewish boys were attending chape! and Christian prayers and 
instruction in Divinity, and were receiving no Jewish instruction. 
Leaving Clifton and Cheltenham out of the question, there were, he 
believed, four great public schools which did not insist that Jewish 
boys should attend chapel, and where they had their Sundays 
free for Jewish instruction, either personal instruction or by way of 
correspondence. These four schools were Eton, Harrow, Rugby, and 
Wellington. Now in spite of the privileges granted by these institutions, 
he was afraid it would be found that most of the Jewish boys were not 
benefiting from them. Instead of receiving Jewish instruction, they 
attended chapel, so that to all intents and purposes they were being 
brought ap as Christians and not as Jews. This seemed a hard thing to 
Say, bat it wasa fact. Hehad recently been reading a volume of sermons 
delivered ata great public school by a famous headmaster, and more than 
three-fourths of the teaching in that voinme was specifically Christian. 
Apart from the Christian dogma which it contained, the ethical instruction 
which it set forth was represented as a product of Christianity, as 
New Testament teaching rather than Old Testament teaching. In 
the preface to this volume the headmaster frankly said: “ These 
sermons will be found to rest on a foundation of Christian doctrine. I 
have tried to lead the boys to Christ.” Now that was a very excellent 
thing so far as Christian boys were concerned, but it was the very reverse 
of desirable for Jewish boys. They did not want their Jewish boys “ied 
to Christ.” Yet there were some Jewish parents who maintained that 
their boys were the better Jews for this kind of training. But how they 
could be better Jews passed his comprehension. To say the least—the 
ever-so-many hours spent in attending chapel and receiving Christian 
instruction represented so mach time abstracted from what should be 
given to attendance at synagogue and Jewish instruction; with the 
result that boys grew up 


LAMENTABLY IGNORANT OF THEIR OWN RELIGION 


and history, and with little or no interest in Jewish things, because it was 
impossible to be interested in what they knew nothingabout. Then there 
was another class of parents who were notso self-complacentabout the situa- 
tion, but they thought that their boyscould only derive the full advantages 
of a public-school training by conforming entirely to the Christian 
discip!ine of the school. They did not want their sons to be marked ont 
from the other boys as in any way peculiar, So they were up against 
thesc two classes of parents, and whatever privileges they might succeed 
in obtaining from headmasters, the parents were not likely to avail them- 
selves of them. Mr. Simmons had made the valuable suggestion that 
throngh the agency of that Committee someone should interview the 
headin«sters of the various public schools and ascertain their attitude to 
the whole Jewish question, and see how far they were prepared to meet 
the needs of the Jewish community, either by way of exempting boys 
from chapel attendance and Christian instruction, or by allowing the 
establishment of Jewish houses in connection with their schools. In 
regard to this the War Memorial would have to go to work with great 
circumspection. Anyone whom they might commission to sound the 
headmasters would have to be a man of diplomatic tact. It must be 
borne in mind that they were not in a position to demand anything as 
their right, and that the public schools would resent any action in the nature 
af communal pressure; but they might be amenable to private suasion 
As to the Headmasters’ Conference, it might easily do more harm than 
good if they approached that body, because it seemed that the majority 
ot headmasters were notin favour of doing anything for Jewish boys 
Many of them would rather not have Jewish boys at all. Andif the 
questton came up for discussion at a Headmasters’ Conference the 
friends of our people would find themselves in such a minority that the 

woud feel themselves compelled to go with the majority, and they tome | 
be worse off than they were before, However, it was very satisfactor 

that, thanks to Mr. Simmons, this subject had come up for Sebastien 
before that influential Committee. Ifthe War Memorial decided to take 
it in hand, he thought it would prove as useful a piece of work as 
anything that could be pointed to which had hitherto been attempted 


(Cheers), 
The Rev, A. A. GREEN said that the question was ve 
ry complicated, 
One of the difficulties was this: The reason why heartburning pe no 
understanding occurred in the public schools was that it had come to be 
reeoguised that English public school life—the life at a place like Eton, 


Harrow or Ragby—was one of the undoubted preliminaries to an English 
education among the higher classes in this country. Whether public 
schools were good or not as against private schools was not the issue, 
The schools to which he had referred were schools at which they got a 
social stratum of the very highest, and the ordinary middle-class 
man among the Christians did not send his children there. But 
the ordinary middle-class Jew did. First of all, the Jews were very keen 
on educating their children well, and they pushed ft to this extreme that 
they got men sending their sons to public achools who were of a social 
class rather below—sometimes very much below—that of the families 
sending their sons from Christian circles. And then came comparisons, 
Boys were exceedingly cruel. Boys were a reversion to the primitive 
BAVage, and they gave one another a very bad time. “What is your 
father ?"—that was the first question asked, Amd if the boy's father 
was a tailor or a shopkeeper, he had a bad time. He did not think the 
children were interested in issues as between Jew and Christian; it 
was between one class and anotber. Parents visited the school for 
“Commemoration,” and Jews were often at a disadvautage compared 
with the parents of other boys. If people wanted a public schoo! life 
the only solution was 


A JEWISH PUBLIC S€HOOL, 


If they had a Jewish public school they would get rid of all their dim- 
culties. A school established under their own control should give the 
very highest secular training and the most adequate religious instruc- 
tion. The staff need not be entirely Jewish, bat the headmaster and the 
guiding influences must be Jewish. If the demand was made he was 
sure that the type would be produced, The scheme would require a 
considerable sum of money. That ought not to be diMionlt in their com- 
munity. The only real objection to be met was the saum objection as 
was made in regard to a Jewish denominational seheol (which he also 
advocated) that they would be bringing their children up in 4 ghetto and 
differentiating between Judaism and Christians. That was not true. 
Take his own case. He thought he was a fairly tolerant man. He got 
on very we'l with Chalstians, yet he did not knew any Christians till he 
was appointed Minister at Sheffield. He was brought up at the Jews’ 
College School. Some people thought it was rather cruel to chiidren not 
to let them know that there was anti-Semitic feeling. He theught that 
rather than expose an impressionable child to the fact that he was hated 
and despised, they should bring him upas a Jew and let him face the 
world as a Jew with formed convictions. He urged that the Sub-Com-.- 
mittee should consider the question ofa Jewish publie school. (Applanse.) 

Mr. A. KAHN, M.A., said that he recognised Mr. %mmons' earnestness, 
but he could not share his optimism. Assuming they could persuade 
headmasters to give the facilities they desired—a very big “il’; 
assuming they could persuade parents to avail themselves of them—again 
a vory big “if”; assuming they cou'd find the men who possessed the 
necessary knowledge and the necessary educational skill for dealing with 
a problem of enormous difficulty in consequence of adverse conditions— 
did Mr. Simmons really thiuk the question of Jewish religious education 
in public schools would be solved? For these boys the school had taken 
the place of the home. They were living in an environment absolutely 
unfavourable to the cultivation of a Jewish consciousness. These boys 
were not living a Jewish life, and he failed to see how a visit by anyone 
one day a week could meet with any greaé success in these conditions. 
It might be that a man of rare enthusiasm and strong convictions might 
so infect one or two boys that they might see the incongruity of their 
school life and Judaism. He would not oppose any steps which might be 
taken to bring these boys under some sort of Jewishinfluence. But they 


had to guard against 
A SERIOUS DANGER, 


Mr. Simmons had spoken abont informing the community of the facilities 
provided. But the problem would become much more serious if parents 
came to think that a mere makeshift. was doing ali that was necessary to 
give these boys Jewish religious education, He thought the problem would 
have to be attacked from the other side. Ministers and others in the 
Jewish community should bring their influence to bear on parents and 
endeavour to convince them of the iniquity of their selfish snobbery 


- The idea of a Jewish boy attending Christian prayers was utterly abhorrent 


tothem. A parent who allowed his son to attend Christian prayers ought 
to be ostracised. The idea that these boys were going to become leaders 
of the Jewish community was absurd. If ministers would take the 
matter in band, they would find themselves fortified with literature abc 6 
boarding schools. There was a strong body of opinion, including the 
opinion of men with special experience, strongly opposed to the boardir 
school system, The proper place for children was the home. 

Mr. A. E, FRANKLIN, J.P., said that they had to face facts and 4 
certain number of people would send their boys to boarding schoole, 
and they had to consider whether the community could step in 
and provide them with facilities of such a character, that parents wonld 
be ashamed not to avail themselves of them. To his mind the best 
solution was that of Clifton. He was not at all in agreement with the 
plan of founding a special school for Jews. 

Mrs. A. EICHHOLZ, said that the problem was a very widespread one and 
affected schools like Malvern, Oundle, Tonbridge, and U ppingham, besides 
those that had been referred to. It equally affected girls. 

The Rev. M. ADLER, D.8.O., said that a Jewish public school would 
not touch the fringe of the subject. They would never get parents to 
send their children. (Mr. GREEN: They won't if you haven't got the 
school!) So long as parents could send boys to schools with great historic 
traditions they would never get them to send their sous to a Jewish 
school. Ministers tried to do what they could. They ought to induce 
headmasters not to allow boys known to be Jews to attend chapels and 
Christian prayers and grow up as hypocrites, 

The Rev W. LEVIN said that the only solution was to awaken the 
conscience of the community. 

Dayan FELDMAN said that the Sub-Committee should work in threo 
directions. It ought to inquire into the possibilities of a Jewish public 
school; into the possibilities of further Jewish Houses; and into the 
question of additional facilities. 

Mr. W. WACHMAN said that he agreed with Mr. Green that a Jewieh 
public school was desirable. 

The Rey. VIVIAN SIMMONS said that he thought they cxaggerated the 
persecution to which a Jewish boy might be subjected at public achoolg. 
He had experience of boys at public schools, and he did not believe theré 
was apy large amount of anti-Semitism. He believed that the influence 
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Maternity and Sick Room Helps Society. 


SIR A. MOND'S TRIBUTE. 


The annual meeting of the Jewish Maternity and Sick Room Helps 
Society was held on Wednesday at 2, Albert Gate, Kaightsbridge, tne 
residence of Mrs. Arthur Sa*soon. 

Sir ALFRED MOND, M.P., who presided, expressed regret at the 
absence of Mrs. Sassoon, in consequence of indisposition, and gratitude 
for her hospitality in the interests of a cause which he knew she had very 
much at heart. When he was asked to preside at that function he made 
an exception to his rule not to accept such invitations when the House of 
Commons was sitting, because he felt that the cause in which their 
Committee was eug:ged was so important, so necessary, so useful, and 
that they were doing such excellent work among those of our poople who 
needed it most. He cou!d assure them from his own personal ohservation, 
and from his official knowledge gained at the Ministry of Ilealth, that 
there was bothing which was giving greater value for the work 
and money put into it than the maternity and child welfare 
work. Of all social efforts being made, he believed they could trace 
greater ameliorative results for expenditure from this kind of work 
than from any other that was being done. In supporting that Society 
they were not merely doing a charitable act. but doing a social service, 
and a social service not merely to the mother and the child but to the 
country andthe race of the future. Tho more they studied modern 
scientific developments the more they must realise the enormous import- 
ance to the future of every human being of the first twelve montas of his 
or her existence. The whole foundation of the fature health of an indi- 
vidual could be made or marred at the start. ‘Ine grown’ lost then was 
very difficalt, if not impossible, tu recover. Work of this kind, which 
helped immediately to build up the baby when it was born end also 
the mother in the most critical period of life, was work which must not 
only command their sympathy, bit theirhelp The Stete was spending 
millions of pounds on this service, and he was glad to notice that their 
institutions were recciving substantial aid from the Ministry of Health. 
But let no one think, because the State had taken a warm interest in that 
work, that private endeavour should ceaseits cfforts. There wasal ways 
room for much more to be done than the State could possibly afford to do. 
They had in that body workers of such ability aud capacity that he 
thought they were entitied to demand and expect to get that financial 
assistance which would enable them tocarry through their work. He urged 
the c mnunity to eubscr.) >» handsomely and prove once more that they 
were ready to help themseives 

Mrs. L. Mops, in presenting the annual report. read a letter from 
Mrs. Irwell wiio sent £25 towards the Infant Welfare Centre She 
stated that the Maternity Home had only eleven beds, and on Monday 
thirteen women bad to be refused admission. “ House Fall” might cheer 
the manager of a theatre. but “ House more than Full” had a depressing 
effect on the management of their iastitution§ Fer the iast tive or six 
weeks covery bed, inclating the emergency beds, bad been occupied. 
She pleaded eloqueatiy for means to raise the pumber of beds to thirty, 
At the infant weifare centre evening mectiogs for fathers and mothers 
had been started and were tuost successful. They were very educative, 
and the fathers particularly took & very great interest io “the child,” its 
development, physical, moral and mentai. They were tho watchmen of 
the coming gencration, the future citizens of the Empire, and the future 
representatives ofthe commuaity. They asked for help to enable these 
little ones to grow up strong aud noble and great. (Cheers.) 

Sir Maurice Oratc, M.D., tn moving the adoption of the report, 
said that everyone reading it must be struck by the really excellent 
work that was being done iu spite of the diMcult times. As one who had 
& great deal to do with nervous diseases, hve emphasise] the portance 
of the work of the Society in laying the right foundations and eliminating 
the unrest and anxiety which contributed to feeble childhood. 

Dame MAY Wutlrty seconded the isotion, and gave a glowing 
description of the Maternity Liome in Underwood Street, which she had 
recently visited. 

The report was adopted, and, on the motion of the Rev A A. GREEN, 
the Committee was re-olected, with the addition of Mrs. B. 5. Giluck- 
stein and Mrs. Gerald Schlesinger. 

On the motion of Laay NATHAN, thanks were accorded to Sir Alfred 
Mond, the speakers, and Mrs. Sasseon.

o! visiting teachers was greater than was imagined. He did not think 
that Jewish feeling was destroyed by the obviously Christian atmosphere 
in which the boys lived. He hdped that an open mind would be kept on 
the subject of a Jewish public school. It was a very grave question. 
Avy premature strong expression of opinion would greatly prejudice the 
issue. He thought Mr. Harris exaggerated the attitude of headmasters. 
He had reason to believe that if tue necdmasters had the Jewish point 
of view put before them, it would result, in a large number of cases, in 
facilities being forthcoming. If headmasters expected Christian con- 
formity, then they should openly and boldly say that they did not want 
Jewish boys and would not have them. He did not think it impossible 
to found further Jewish Houses. 

The appointment of a Sub-Committee to consider the whole question 
of Jews at public schools, and in particular the points suggested by 
Dayan Feldman, was approved. The following were appointed: The 
Chief Rabbi, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, the Revs. A. A. Green, E. Levine, 
and Vivian Simmons, Mrs. A. E. Franklin, Mrs. M. A. Spielman, Dr, 
H. 8. Sington, and Messrs. F. 8. Stern, 0.B.E.,and John Sebag- Montefiore. 


Director of Education's Functions. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN raised the question of the presentation of 


reports by the Director of Education to the Central Committee dealing 
with classes affiliated to the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. He 
said that auch reports should go only to the Union. 

The OHAIRMAN pointed out that the Constitution of the Committee 
provided that the reports should be presented to both bodies. 

Mr. H. M. ADLBR said thet he was the officer only of the Central 
Committee and claimed the right to present his reports to that body. He 
did not serve more than one master, and if any suggestion to the contrary 
was made he was quite willing to terminate his engigement. 

After some further discussion it was agreed that Mr. Adler would 
Only raise matters of a general character on reports affecting classes 
Affiliated to the Union.

CLXXXIII.—“ Old Lumber.” 


My COUSIN, 

Yesterday a parcel reached me from a friend whose family I have 
known for very many years. It contained a number of old Prayer Books, 
one or two books in the fleld of Rabbinie literature, a few miscellaneous 
pamphlets, such as Orders of Service for special occasions, and, hidden 
away among the books, an old document in Hebrew. My friend informed 
me that, as he was moving into a new house, he was clearing out old 
rubbish. He knew that I was interested in Hebrew books, and ho there- 
fore sent me the parcel to do with itas I thought fit. In all probability, 
he declared, the contents would interest me personally, and in that case 
I was at liberty to keep the lot. 


This letter and the parcel which accom panied it set my mind thinking. 
There must be many Jewish houses in which what appears to be useless 
lumber of this kind has accumulated. Two generations ago the head of 
the family cared for Jewish books, and carefully collected the documents 
of family interest. In all probability the wyn which he used in syna- 
gogue for following the weekly portion, contained on the inside cover a 
list of his children and the dates of their birth, together, in some cases, 
with some other miscellaneous notes on family life. The generation 
following still treasured these things for sentimental reasons, though they 
took no interest in them. The generation of to-day merely regards them 
&@s8 80 much lumber, to be cleared out as occasion offers. Often enough 
this “lumber” is simply thrown away; sometimes it is sold ans part ofa 
job lot of old stuff, which naturally collects in every household; only 
rarely is it thought worthy of special treatment. In such cases the local 
minister gets the bundle sent to him ; in others, it is passed on to a friend 
who is believed to care for such things. The majority of the stuff is, I 
feel sure, lost. If people but realised that in this way they are throwing 
away material which future gemerations might treasure, they would be 
more careful of how they dealt with it. 


In olden times every synagogue had attached to it a chamber where- 


in disused Prayer. Books and miscellaneous documents of all kinds were 


stored. Genizot these chambers were termed, that is to say, store- 
houses, or hiding places for documents written in Hebrew. Jews have 
always held in respect anything written in Hebrew script, even though 
the contents referred to worldly matters. Hebrew was apn m2, 
and therefore nothing im the language should be destroyed. When 
a Synagogue Geniza became very fu!!, the contents were taken to the 
cemetery and buried, one might say, in State. It is recorded 
that in some congregations in Eastern Europe sacks of old paper 
and manuscripts were taken ceremonicusly to the “ House of 
Life,” and there the Mitzvah of burying each sack was sold to 
the highest bidder. The leaders of the Ke al communities regarded it as 
an honour to be associated with the burial of the contents of the Geniza, 
and the occasion was a red-letter day in the life of the community. There 
can be no doubt that many valuable manuscripts and records must havo 
got lost in the process. Only occasionally were some recovered for 
posterity, and in this connection the romance of the Cairo Geniza at 
once comes to the mind. Visitors from Europe were shown over this 
curious old place, and some took away what appeared to be useless bits of 
paper with Hebrew writing. One such leaf turned out to be the original 
Hebrew of the Book of Ecclesiasticus, and it was Schechter who in 1896 
went. to Cairo for the express purpose of trying to find the whole of the 
original Hebrew. All the world knows to-day that he was successful, and 
the Taylor-Schechter collection at the University of Cambridge proves 
that what in one country and at one period may be regarded as rubbish 
is found to be of exceeding great value in another country and at another 
time. 

There can be no doubt that in many Jewish houses to-day there 
must be, either in bookcases, or tucked away among old letters or 
in secret drawers, old books and documents which possess more 
than a passing or personal interest. How many family records,

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wills, marriage certificates, letters, and so forth, must be reposing 
in un-looked-for places! Where they are at present they aro useless ; if 
brought to light and properly cared for, they might one day prove 
invaizable. In any event, it seems better to preserve than to destroy 
them. Nor does this apply only to private records. There are many old 
Jewish congregations which must possess lists of members, minute 
books, burial lists, lists of circumcisions, ete., which are perhaps at this 
very moment lying hidden, possibly in unknown and certainly in unsuit- 
able places. I have been informed that some of the oldest London syna. 
gogues keep their archives in damp cellars, with the result that in the 
process of time the contents rotaway and become useless. And what is 
to be said of the records of congregations that exist no longer, but where 
in the eighteenth century there was vigorous Jewish life, though it may 
have been limited in extent? Many a busy centre inthe West Country of 
a century ago contained a synagogue and a Jewish community; tu-day 
the synagogue is still there—in some obscure locality--but the Jewish 
community has migrated. Such towns may also be found in the 
Midlands and in the Fast of Eogland. Where are theirrecords? Eicher 
they are lost completely or they are in a private possession, and the 
owners, it may be assumed, do not even know that the records are in 
their keeping, or, if they know, hardly realise their value. 


If people gave this.question a little thought, they would quickly sce 
that the proper method of dealing with accumulations of this character, 
whether they be public or private property, is to have thom taken to a 
centre where they would be properly looked after, that is to say, 
preserved, catalogued, and described. Evenin the most worldly of men 
and women there is a trace of love for the past; even the most callous In 
our midst were moved by the fladsin Tutankbamen’s tomb. Antiquity 
exercises a power over us all, and people's thonghts merely need to be 
stirred. Fortunately in this community of ours we already have the 
nucleus of a Communal Archive in the Mocatta Library and Museum. 
The only deficiency of the Library is that it is now too smal! for its 
purpose. It might with advantage be extended, and ifever we obtain a 
Communal Hall a portion of it might usefuily be devoted to the Communa! 
Archive. There must be many societies in the community, founded in 
the past but existing no longer, the Minute Books of which it would be 


useful to read. There must be many old calendars, Jewish wills, famiiy. 


trees, old letters, pictures, even caricatures, which would be worth 
preserving. The tradition of a community is its most valuable asset, and 
all these seemingly useless documents help to keep alive the pride of the 
community in its traditions. It would seem that in America they wunder- 
stand this matter better than we do here. Iam not sure, however, but 
that we have an equal interest in these things—if only their importance 
is brought home to us. 


Anothér aspect of the same problem is the preservation, and where 
necessary the reproduction by means of photographs, of tombstoncs in 
disused Jewish cemeteries. It would be part of the work of the com- 
muna! Archivist to see to this matter likewise. Here, again, it would be 
necessary to stir the latent enthusiasm of the community. 

I recall how, thirty-six years ago, that enthusiasm burst out io the 
Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition. lecently I was looking once more 
at the Catalogue of the Exhibition and was impressed by the energy, 
zeal, and knowledge of the men who were responsible for its organisation, 
most of them happily still with us-—Sir Isidore Spiclmann, the Rev. 
Morris Joseph, Mr. Lucien Wolf, and Dr, Israel Abrahams. In 1887 they 
were our “young men.” I wonder whether the community to-day 
possesses young men of a similar type who would be willing and able to 
organise an Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition. The community has 
grown during the last thirty-six years; it hasa different aspect now from 
thatin 1887. It was mare bomogeneous then. Au Anglo-Jewish Exhibl- 
tion to-day would show whether our Jewish treasures have grown or not. 
A good many family records have doubtiess been destroyed since then, often 
enough through carelessness. If we had such an exhibition, it might be 
the means of bringing to light and rescuing all manner of documents, 


‘books, pictures, manuscrips, and coins of Jewish interest, to say nothing 


of objects which may be lumped together as Jewish Ecclesiastical Art. 
The exhibition would stir interest, and at its conclusion it cought to be 
possible to place a large portion of the contents of the exhibition in 
a permanent home. In the meantine, those who are interested in the 
preservation of the community’s public and private records should send 
to the Mocatta Library and Museum that which still can be saved. 

I should be glad to have your views onthis topic which, as it seems 


‘fo me, warrants some attention.

DR. TRAVERS HERFORD ON THEIR SIGNIFICANCE, 


The last of the series of lectures on Jewish History in the first 
Century arranged by the Unien of Jewish Literary Societies, was 
held on Sunday. at Jews’ College, when Dr. R. Travers Herford delivered 
an address on “ The Pharisees the Significance of their Work.” 

Dr. A. BUCHLER, who presided, said that Dr, Herford was known all 
over the world, especially for his work in regard to the origins of 
Christianity. Many people had written about the Pharisees, generally in 
a hostile sense, such as Wellhausen, who admitted that he had not 
studied ralbinic literature. Dr. Herford differed from him in that reepect, 
and also in his conclusions. His work on the Pharisees was shortly, he 
understood, to be translated into Hebrew, which he thought was unique 
fm regard to the work ofa Christian scholar ona branch of Jewish 
learning. Dr. Herford was absolutely free from prejudice. 

De. Hernrorp. who announced that a fuller work from his pen on the 
Pharisees was about to be published, said that he started from the fact 
of the curvival of Judaism and its existence side by side with Christianity 
for many centuries, which he attributed in the main to the work of the 
Pharisees. Pharisaism took its stand on the Torah, which they regarded 
as not limited to the written text, but containing a meaning that was 
inexhaustible and could be deduced by right interpretation. In this they 
differed from the Sadducees, who tried totie the Torah down to a fixed 
meaning. The teaching of the Pharisees was in direct spiritual descent 
from that of the prophets and might be defined as “applied prophecy.” 
They aimed at the discipline of character under the direction 
of the Torah and defined the way of the perfect life. The most 
characteristic feature of their religious work was the ha/acka, and they 
insisted that right acticn in every. circamstance of life was to be 
inspired by the desire to do the will of God. He contrasted this 
teaching with that of Christianity which laid the main stress on 
belief. As the Pharisees produced the halacha, so the Church produced 
the creeds. The Pharisees stressed what ought to be done, and the 
Church Fathers what ought to be believed. If the Pharisees were to be 
criticised by thcir over-elaboration of the halacha, the Church could 
equally bo criticised for its over-elaboration of specu'ative philosophy. 
It was a case of “ Physician, heal thyself!” Christianity owed more than 
it was willing to admit to the Pharisees. It was they who developrd the 
Synagoue on Which the whole idea of modern public worship was based. 
The synagogues were the starting place of the early missionaries. Then 


TID PHANISEES HAD PRESERVED THE ‘SCRIPTURES 
Without which Christianity would not have been able to prove to the 


' Gentiles the trath cf its message. Therise of Christianity did not weaken 


Judaism; its spi:it was not broken. The Christian denial of the vitality 
of Judaism rested only on Christian assertion, and as an absolnte jndg- 
ment was absolutely worthless. He thought, however, that the 
Christian form cf religicn was necessary for the corquest of the Gentile 
world, though tho restraining and regulating influence of the Jewish 
scriptures was equally necessary. If they bad been absent, Christianity 
would have been completely absorbed by the Gentile religion, and wou'd 
have stood on a much lower Ievel. It would have been a fatal disaster 
had Judaism not survived. He believed that the existence of both forms 
of religion was part of a divine plan, looking forward to a larger unity in 
which both Judaism and Christianity would bave their necessary place 
and purpose. The Pharisees had kept Jndaism a living entity in spite 
ofa hostile world. Without the halacha it was inconceivable that it 
could have survived. It was “the Armour of God,” which preserved the 
religion for its larger tasks in the future. There could be no more 
profound misreading of bistory than the usual view of the Pharisees. 

After a brief discussion, Dr. C. S. Myers moved a vote of thanks to 
the lecturer and paid tribute to the werk of Miss L. Hands in arranging 
the course. 

The motion was seconded by the Rev. I. 8. Mrisets and supported 
by the Chairman. 

Dr. Hrrrorp, in reply. acknowledged the debt which he owed to 
Dr. Biichler, a scholar with whom it was a pleasare to be associated.

Holiness. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the ‘' Jewish Ohrenicle,"’ 


“ Speak unto all the congregation of the children of Israel, and 
say unto them, Ye shall be holy, for I the Lord your God am holy.” 
—Leviticus xix., 2. 


Our text may be said to set forth the cardinal principle of our faith. 
We are bidden to be holy for the reason that God Himself is holy, and 
religion is man’s attempt to be godlike. There are really two precepts 
involved: “ Ye shall be holy,” and secondly, “ Yeshall belike God.” The 
chapter which is headed by this text sets forth Israel's moral core, Israel's 
law of holiness. Itis a sort ef Bible in miniatare, so many fine moral 
precepts does it comprise. Every man is to fear his father and 
his mother. We are to keep God’s Sabbaths. We aro not to 
worship idols. In reaping our harvest we are to remember the claims of 
the poor. We must not steal or deal falsely; our weights and balances 
and measures must be just. We must not lie to one another, and we 
must not swear falsely by God's pame. We must not oppress those 
who work for ns, not even retain the labourer’s wages until the 
roorning. We are not to revenge or bear a grudge, and we are to love 
our neighbour as ourselves. We are to avoid all unchaste relationships. 
We are not to practise enchantments. Weare to avold all superstitious 
practices, such as making cuttings in our flesh for the dead. We are to 
honour the aged. We are to do no wrong to the stranger who sojourneth 
in our midst. And the same law cf holiness is set forth in the following 
chapter. It is imposed upon us because God has separated us from 
people whose manners and customs were tho very reverse of holy. 
Israel is to be above all things a pure people, a moral people, a righteous 
nation, & kingdom of priests, and a holy nation. Israel was the only 
nation in ancient times that realised that the Ged whom it was called 
to worship was a Holy Being, and that worehip consisted in holiness. As 
God is, man may hope to be. When we turn to the divinities of Israel's 
netghbours, we see that they were not holy, but the reverse, and that the 
cult of these divinities sanctioned lewdness and debauchery and cruelty. 
Man cannot rise higher than his ideals; and if Baal be unholy, Baal’s 
Worshippers will be no more righteous than he. Therefore, as soon as 
Israel comes to perceive that he must be holy because God is holy, 
his departure from the life about him begins. This precept enters into 
every detail of his life. He must be pure, cven in bis food, not for 
sanitary reasons as the modern apologist explains. but that cleanliness 
may lead to Godliness. Whenever the prophets epeak of idolatry, they 
compare it to marital infidelity. Israel, faithfal t» God, is Israel chaste. 
Israel runniog after other gods, is Israel faithless and immora!. Ani #0 
this idea that they must be a holy people took deep root in their nature. 
and they emerged at last from the Captivity, when the firat phase of 
their religious life was comp'ete, a band of puritans. 


Holiness, then, was not to be cor flued to the sanctuary, to the religic 1's 
college ; it was the possession of the peuple, the privilege of the peeple, 
the duty of the people. It belonged to the whole of life, and to all. 
Here we sce from those different stand points the almost opposing attitudes 
ofthe Jew and Christian towards lifeitself. The Christian of the ol 1 schoo! 
felt that, to bea saint, he must renounce the world, which he regarded as 
more or !ess3 sinful and corrupt. Toleada holy life, he must cut himself off 
from many of the world’s pleasures, perhaps live likea hermit, solitary and 
alone, outside the routine of daily cffort and attainments, which were a 
delusion and a snare, and would lead to temptation and perdition. With 
the Jew, holinoss was democratic; and because it belonged to all the 
people, therefore it could enter daily life, therefore it elevated daily life. 
The world was not necessarily a vale of tears and of sin, the world was 
What man made it—for man is the world; and if every man is holy, then 
is the world holy So the Israelite who wished to become holy and God. 
like did not find it necessary to sever himself from the simple joys of 
existence and give himself up to fastings and fligellations; he should 
rather try to bring the precept of the duty of holiness into every detail! of 
life. lience the commonplace functions of life were approached with a 
benediction, and were thus brought in connection with the Divine 
Giver. Ifthe Hebrew theory of holiness were put into a maxim, it might 
be worded like this: “The religious office cannot hallow, the secular 
life cannot profane.” The ecclesiastical functionary may be a man 
of worldly ambition, of insincerity, and even standing in the Lloly 
of Holies may nurture impure thoughts. But he who knoweth 
nothing of theology, who hath never donned the priestly purple. 
nor been admitted into the sanctum sanctorum, whose duties are of 
the humbilest character, but who yet doeth these duties faithfully, 
worthily, as best he can—if this be not a holy man, there are no holy 
men, and holiness is a mockery. Are we a holy people to-day? That 
characteristic which was ours in the past, is it ours now? Do we s‘and 
before the world as distinguished by that quality? In one respect, ye*: 
The holiness of the Jewish family life, the chastity of the Jewish woman, 
is, thank God, with all sad exceptions, our characteristic still. Are we 
essentially a holy people in other respects? Are we really trying to be 
holy, because God is holy, and striving to be like God? We are breaking 
down many of the reedicss restrictions that shut us ont from the world 
at large—that is well. But we mnst be careful that we do not brea’ 
down the mora! safeguards at the same time. We must be careful, while 
living in the world and being of it, and entering into sympathetic rela- 
tions with our neighbours, that we be not careless about those behests 
that help to sanctify and idealise life. We must be distinct in moral

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Serious Situation in Bavaria. 


National Socialists in Revolt. 


[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN. 


To all appearances, the crisis in Bavaria has now reached a point 
when either open revolution—with accompanying pogroms— is imminent 
in Miinich, or the leaders of the Fascisti party must be put under lock and 
key. In the course of the next few days the Bavarian Government will 
have to decide whether or no it wil! issne orders for the arrest of Eckart 
publisher of the notorious anti-Semitic journal, the Viikische Beoba: hter, 
and Weger, editor of the anti-Jewish Miesbacher Anzeiger. There men, 
both of whom are leaders of the National Socialists, are accused of 
having libelled President Ebert and the former Chancellor, Dr. Wirth. 
They were summoned to appear before the State Court of Leipzig, the 
highest Court in Germany, which is recognised by all the German 
States. Neither of them appeared, and the judges ordered their 
arrest and conveyance to Leipzig. The Vilkische Beobachter then 
pubiished an article, from the pen of Adolf Hitler, alleging that the 
Leipzig Court was ander Jewish influence, and defying it to effect the 
arrests. On the following day, a deputation of the ‘‘ Workers’ Union of 
Patriotic Leagues” called upon the Bavarian Premier, and demanded that 
the Bavarian Government should refuse to execute the warrant of the 
Leipzig tribunal. At a Cabinet meeting it was decided that the local 
authorities could not refuse to carry out the arrest. The National 
Socialists are pow preparing to resist by force of arms the arrest of their 
two leaders. Writing im the Deobachter, Eckart has declared that be will 
never go to Leipzig alive, and Hitler has expressed himself in similar 
terms regarding the Tcheka of Leipzig.”’ 

All manner of reports of the situation in Bavaria have reached Berlin. 
It is said that the Bavarian Government does not dare to issue the order 
to arrest, and that Prussian soldiers sre on the way to Miinich to protect 
the Government. It is alsornmoured that secret-servico men have left 
Berlin in order to effect the arrests. In any case, the situation is 
regared as extremely serious, as the order of the State Court of Leipzig 
must be carried ont or the prestige of the German Government will be 
entirely destroyed. 

Mr. Stefan Grossmann, a well-known Jewtsh publicist of Berlin, 
made some time ago certain comments on the sources fiom which Hitler 
derived his finances. The latter thereupon brought an action for slander, 
the hearing «f which was to take place at Miinich on the 16thinst. The 
trial was, bowever, postponed in order to enable Grosemann to secure 
evidence as to the truth of his allegations. Apparently fearing the revela- 
tious that might be made at the trial, Hitler entered upon a campaign the 
objcct of which was the intimidation of (irossmann., Onthe day on which 
Grossmann was expected at Mitaich, the }0/kische Beobachter published 
a leader entithed, “ The Jewish Canaille: Stefan Grossmann’s Mockery of 
the German People.” The article conc'uded with the foNowing words: 
This insolent Jew ought not to be biought before a judge and sentenced 


to «tne of money, but ought to be sentenced to death by hanging for 
assisting }rench interests and mocking the Germans now fighting so hard 
for inelr existence.” In view of this opon incitement to murder, Gross- 


iufnn bas requested the, Bavarian Minister of Justice to take steps to 
cus ire his protection at the forthcoming trial, which he reiterates his 
uctcrmination to attend, whatever threats may be made against his life. 

ihe libel action brought by Achad Ha’am against the anti-Semitic 
‘hicist, Connt Reventlow, for writing that he (Achad Ha’am) was the 
author of the “ Protocols of the Elders of Zion,” came up for hearing at 
the Berlin Law Court on April 25rd. Count Reventlow declared that his 
allegation that Achad Ila’am was the anthor of the “Protocols” bad 
ber n taken in its entirety from the French anti-Semitic journal, 
hieille France. He regretted that he had made the assertion, which 
he vow recognised as completely unfounded. He therefore withdrew it 
with apologies.

Jewish Deputies Assaulted. 
[From our Correspondent.) WARSAW. 

A motion was introduced into the Chamber on the 17th inst. by the 
Jewish Parliamentary group against the recent anti-Jewish excesses in 
Varsaw. The Jewish deputies demanded urgency for their rosolution, 
but the motion was defeated. Only the representatives of the minorities 
and the Socialists voted with the Jews, On the previous day a great 
Jewish protest meeting against the riots had been held, and all businesses 
owned by Jows had closed fur half a day, bat it was evident that this had 
had but littie «ffect on the Chamber. When the motion was rejected, the 
Jewish deputies, on the proposal of Deputy Kirshbraun, rose to 
leave the Chamber. They were immediately attacked by the anti- 
Semites, The representatives of the national minorities, the 
~oclalists, and the Radical Peasants came to the assistance of 
the Jews, and a violent fracas ensued. The efforts of the Presi- 
vent to restore order were unsuccessful, and the sitting had to 
be suspended. An inquiry into the circumstances has revealed the fact 
that the uproar was started by the anti-Semitic deputies, and that one of 
them spatin the face of a Jewish colleague. The President has announced 
that the deputies responsible for the uproar are to be excluded 
temporarily from the Chamber. The quarrel has been pursued among 
the deputies individually, and it is feared that some duels may result, A 
duel has already been arranged between Deputy Hartglas and Deputy 
Sawitzki, of the National Democratic Party. 
. Che Jewish Parliamentary group has declded to change its policy of 
incompromising hostility in co-operation with the other national 
seortsien to the present Government. Many of the Jewish deputics are 
poaviness that a worse Government miuht easily succeed the Cabinet of 
rege. Sikorsky, and they are thercfore not desirous either of defeating 
'e Government or of compelling tt to scek support among the more 
sctionary elements. In consequence of this change of policy, Deputy 
i iobaum has decided to resign from the presidency of the group. 

lhe Jewish Parliamentary group hus received an invitation to send

Jewish Demands in Rumania.

Expu'sion of Refugees.

- arctan The Jewish leaders promised to co-operate with the 

position parties on condition that the latter should support the Jewish 


demands for cultural antonomy, the recognition of Yiddish as the language 
of instruction in the primary schools, the legalisation of a democratic com- 
munal organisation with a State subsidy, the creation of a ministry for 
national minorities, with a separate department for each nationality 
headed by a representative of the nationality concerned, and proportional 
representation of Jews in the Senate, Ohamber, and Municipalities. 
These conditions aro to be discussed at the fortheoming Congress of 
Rumanian Jews. 

Dr. Bernstein-Cohen has made representations te General Popovitch, 
the Commander of the troops in Bessarabia, regarding the continued 
disregard by military officials of the order not to expel Jewish refugees 
across the Dalester. The endeavours of various Jewish bodies, including 
the Ica, to transport the refugees from Bessarabia, were pointed out to 
the General, and he was informed that considerable numbers had already 
been evacuated to the Argentine Republic, the United States, and 
Palestine. General Popovitch promised te draw the attention of the 
authorities to the Jewish complaints, but reserved to himself the right of 
expulsion of the refugees in special individoal cases. Many of the 
refugees have expressed themselves as destrous of returning to Russia. 

According to the Resa, a leading Bucharest daily, Mr. Anghelescu, 
the Minister of Public Instruction, has requested the anti-Semitic studenta 
to abandon their numerus clausus agitation, en the greund that he has 
made arrangements which will have the same effeet as a percentage norm 
against Jews. The documents of all students admitted to the Universities 
will be scrutinised anew, and these whose documents are found to be 
unsatisfactory will be expelled. The Resa expresses the opinten that 
this action is to be directed only against the Jews, and thata num-ris 
clausus in everything but name is to be introduced. 


Minority Rights in Esthonia. 


Concessions in New Constitution. 


[From our Correspondent.) REVEL, 
The new Esthonian Constitution provides for the freedem of every 
citizen to join bis national! minority, if he desirestode se. ‘Phe minorities 
will be empowered to organise autonomous bodies for their social and 
cultural requirements. Io any locality where a minority nationality 
forms a large part of the population, the Manicipality wil have to recognise 
the language of that nationality as an official tongue. 


Christian Workers Protect Synagogue. 
Communists Routed at Ekaterinoslav. 
[From our Correspondent.} RIGA. 


A report from Ekaterinoslav states that the Communists endeavoured 
to prevent the services at the Great Synagogue and other Jewish places 
of worship on Passover. The Jews appealed to the Christian workmen 
to protect the symagogue, and some hundreds of the batter occupied the 
road leading to the synagogue and compelled the Oommunists to retire. 
They also gnarded the residences of the Jews against Communist attacks 
on the Sed:r nights. 

A message from Petrograd relates that Chief Rabbi Dr. Eisenstadé, 
and his family are on the verge of starvation. One of his sons recently 
died from privation, his wife is now seriously ill, and help is urgently 
needed, 


The German Anti-Semitic Movement. 
Grave Danger to Country. 
(From our Correspondeut.) VIENNA. 


Dr. Gothein, a former member of the German Government and 
President of the German Union for Combating Anti-Semitism, has 
delivered an address here dealing with the German anti-Semitic move- 
ment. The National Socialists, he said, under the leadership of Hitler, 
denounce the Jews and the Democrats as the enemies of Germany. 
Nothing, however, could destroy more the respect of the world for 
Germany than a movement recalling the darkest days of the Middle 
Ages. A people which did not actively oppose such a movement with all 
the power at its disposal must expect to be thrown into the melting pot 
together with culturally backward peoples who intoxicate themselves with 

groms. The movement headed by Goemboes in Hungary and the

Hungarian Government and the “ Joint.” 
Reconstruction Work Held Up. 


A difficult position has been created for the reconstruction activity of 
the Joint Distribution Committee in Hungary by the refusal of the 
Hungarian Goverument to permit the organisation of Jewish credit 
co-operatives. The authorities have also been placing obstacles in the 
way of the local committees, as a result of which it has become necessary 
for the “Joint” to conduct its work in the country through its own 
officials. Up to April 1st, 240 credits have been granted to Jewish traders 
and artisans, amounting to a total value of 24 million Hungarian kronen. 


Dr. Nathan Krass. 
“Call” to New York Congregation. 


Dr. Nathan Krass, of the Central Synagogue, New York, has received 
a “call” to the Temple Emanu-El, of the same city. Dr. Krase is to 
have equal rank with the Rev. Dr. H. G. Enelow, who has been a Rabbi 
of Temple Emanu-E! since 1912, 

Born in Odessa in 1879, Dr. Krass came to the United States when 
only two years of age. He has held pastorates In Owensboro, Donalds: 
ville, Muucie, Lafayette, and Rochester. In 1910 he became Rabbi of 
Temple Israei, and in 1918 went to the Central Synagogue. He is Chair- 
man of the Educational Board of the Hebrew Educational Society of 
Brooklyn, a director of the Juvenile Probation Association, and a member 
of the Central Conference of American Rabbis, Eastern Council of Reform 
Rabbis, the Jewish Historical Society, and the New York City Liberal 
Ministers’ Association, 
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War Memorial for Australian Jewry. 


Ceremony in Sydney. 


The foundation and corner stones of a Jewish war memorial building 
in Sydney have been laid by Judge Cohen and Mr. G. J. Cohen, a former 
President of the Great Synagogue. The cost of the building will be 
£16,750. Rolls of hononr will be put up in memory of 113 Jews from 
New South Wales who were killed in the war, and the names will be given 
of the total 800 who were on active service. 


Mr. Louis Lucien Klotz. 


Former French Minister to Visit” England. 


Mr. Louis Lucien Klotz, former Minister of Financein M. Clemenceau’s 
Government, and Deputy for Montdidier for the past twenty-five years, 
is to visit Hoagland next week. The object of M. Kiotz’s visit is to 
express to Exeter the thanks of the town of Montdidier, which was 
“adopted” by Exeter under the scheme of the British League of Help. 
Mr. Klotz will be entertained to luncheon at the Guildhall next Tuesday 
by Alderman Bradley Rowe, formerly Mayor of Exeter, and Chairman 
of the Exeter-Montdidier Committee. 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
Food Parcels te Individuals in Russia. 


In view of the fact that the American Relief Administration has now 
closed its food remittance activity in Kussia, the Federation of Ukrainian 
Jews in London bas made arrangements with Dr. Nansen, High Commis- 
sioner for the Relief of Lurops, and the International Committee of the 
Red Cross whereby kvsker food parcels can be sent to individuals in 
Rassia and the Ukraine, at the cost of £1 3s. per parcel. Such parcels 
contain 28!bs. white flour, 8 tins of milk, 4lbs. kashcr cooking fat, 4!bs. 
Sugar, and 2ibs. tea. These parcels can be sent to all parts of Ruasia 
and the Ukraine. Should any parcel not be delivered within three 
months the money will be refunded to the sender. One person cannot 
receive more than two parcels per month. 

All those who wish to avail themselves of this opportunity should 
apply direct to the Federation of Ukrainian Jews, 26a, Soho Square, or to 
the local committees.

A SPECIAL commission consisting of two professors of philosophy and 
the Chief Rabbi of Rome, has beea appointed by the Italian Minister of 
Education to arrange a competition for the best work written against 
anti-Semitism, The prize for the competition was bequeathed some years 
ago by a wealthy Jow named Treves. 

PRUFESSOR DAVID Korgen, has delivered a lecture on the “ Ethics of 
Judaism ” at the Hague, on the iovitation of the Datch Society for the 
Boientific Exposition of Christianity. He is to deliver a second lecture to 
the Philosophical! Society at the University of Amsterdam.

THE foundation conference of a Tarbuth World Organisation for 
Hebrew education and culture, which was origimally called for April 28th 
in Berlin, has been put off till May 2nd.

A SYNAGOGUE is in course of construction in Darban for the New 
Hebrew Oongregation. The approximate cost is estimated at £5,000. 
The synagogue will be ready for use within a few weeks, 


Humane Slaughter. 


MEETING AT THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Many members of the House of Commons attended a meeting he!d on 
Tuesday, at which the Duchess of Hamilton, Miss Lind-af-Hageby, and 
others spoke in support of a bill introduced by Sir Arthur Shirley Benn, 
to enforce the humane siaughter ofanimalsforfood. Bir William Davison 
presided. It was stated that the principal difficulty arose from the 
refusal of the Jewish commupity to consent to any change in the methods 
they use. Asa matter of fact, the municipalities which bave adopted 
the Ministry of Health’s By-Laws for Slaughterhouses have to exempt 
animals intended for the food of Jews. The Butchers’ Association was 
also reluctant to accept any compulsory Bill from which the Jews are 
exempt. In the course of a long discussion the hope was expressed that 
some compromise might be arrived at. It was suggested that there 
should be special slaughterhouses for meat intended for Jews, and that 
the spine of the animal should be severed when its throat is cut so as 
to avoid pain. 


IN PARLIAMENT, 
[From our Political Correspondent.} 
WESTMINSTER, Tu. : ay Night. 


IT have good ground for stating that Sir Arthur Shirley Benn’s Bill to 
make “bumane slaughter" compulsory contains no clause exempting the 
Jewish method of Shechita. The Bill is not yet printed, but it may be by 
the time these lines are in print, for it is down for second reading to-day 
in the House of Commons. It is unlikely, however, that it will be 
reached, for it is second in the day's list to the Prevention of Unemploy- 
ment Bill, a Labour measure, which last year occupied the whole of & 
Friday, and is certain to do so again. 


In that event the future of the “Humane Slaughter” Bill will be 


problematic. It may not get another chance this Session. 

I understand that Sir A. Shirley Benn's view is that the exemption 
of Shechita is a matter for the Government when the Bill gets to Com- 
mittee. A Cabinet Committee, as is known, is considering the matter, 
but nothing is yet known as to its intentions.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


SiR,—I am obliged to you for the copy of last week's Chronicis 
containing a notice of the paper I read before the Royal Society of Arts. 

I would like to point out that my paper, of which you quote a small 
portion, was a criticism of places of slaughter, and the treatment of 
animals previous to slaughter throughout this country. 

I found that these conditions were bad, irrespective of the actual 
method of slaughtering, whether po!e-axe, humane killer, or kasher, andl 
pleaded for the building of modern abattoirs by the Municipalities, where 
animais could be killed as they arein the big oversea meat exporting 
countries, in the most humane manner, and the meat dressed and offals 
disposed of under the most sanitary conditions. 

I am not interested in any particular method of killing, but I am 
interested in trying to do away with the intense, though often un witting, 
cruelty to which the animals are at present subjected before they are 
actually killed.

In Parliament. 
EXEMPTIONS FROM CUSTOMS DUTIES. 
OF COMMONS. 


Colonel Sir CHARLES YATE (C., Melton) asked the Under Secretary 
for the Colonies, on Thursday of last week, if he could state whether any 
exomptions from Customs duties had been granted to the Zionist 
Organisation in Palestine, and if so, what exemptions, and on what grounds, 

Mr. ORnMSPY-GORE writes in reply: No special exemptions have been 
granted to the Zionist Organisation. In accordance with a Turkish law 
which is still administered in Palestine, religious and charitable organisa- 
tions enjoy exemption from Customs duties on certain articies such as 
school books, school furniture, etc. In such matters the Educational 
branch of the Zionist Organisation enjoys the same treatment as other 
similar organisations, such as all Christian missionary bodies. 


THE RUTENBERG SCHEME: PLACING OF CONTRACTS. 


Mr. H. Becker (Ind., Richmond) asked last Monday whether, 
having regard to the amount that this country had contributed towards 


the safety and welfare of Palestine, any special agreement had been — 


come to whereby all contracts for the electricai and mechanical equip- 
ment necessary for developing the potential! electric power from the 
Jordan would be placed in this country, to the exclusion of all others. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: The answer is in the negative. 

Mr. Becken: If the Palestime loan is fioated successfally in this 
country, is there a possibility of a clause being inserted providing that 
we shall have the benefit of the contracts in this undertaking ? 

Mr. OnMSBY-GORE: No, this has reference to a private enterprise in 
Palestine, and by the terme of the Mandate equal opportunities for trade 
and commerce toall nations who are members of the League are essential. 


THE COMMONS AND THE MANDATE, 


Mr. Becker: Is a mandate passed by the General Assembly of the 
League of Nations and not approved by this House operative? 

Mr. OrnmMsby-GoRe: It is not a question of approval by this House. 
We bave given an undertaking that we shall administer Palestine in 
accordauce with the terms of the Mandate. 


BRITISH TRADE WITH PALESTINE. 


Mr. J. D. GiLBer? (N. L., Southwark, Central) asked whether any 
- import duties were charged on British goods imported into Palestine; if 
80, what was the tax; whether it was an ad volorem duty; if there was 
aby export tax on goods exported from Palestine ; and if so, whether 
there was anv preference on those exported to Great Britain. 

Mr, OrMsBy-GoRE said: The answer to the first part of the question 
is in the affirmative. As regards the second and third parts of the 
question, the regulation are too lengthy to quote in full. The answer to 
the fourth part of the question is in the affirmative, and to the last in the 
negative. By the terms of the Mandate there is no preferential treat- 
ment either on import or export.

TO SETTLE IN PALESTINE. 


The Jewish Correspondence Bureau bas received the following cable 
from its correspondent io Jerusalem : 

At the request of Chief Rabbi Kuk, Sir Herbert Samuel has ¢ anted 
& special visa for Palestine to Rabbi Borischansky, of Homel. 

As previously reported, Rabbi Borischansky has been sentenced to a 
year's imprisonment for a speech delivered by him against the 
Soviet’s persecution of the Jewish religion and the Hebrew language, 
Rabbi Borischansky has informed the Chief Rabbinate of Palestine that 
he hopes to be released shortly, and obtain permission to proceed to 
Palestine for the purpose of settling there. 


Syrian-Palestine Frontier Settled. 


JEWISH COLONY METULLAH INCLUDED. 


According to a Jewish Corres»ondence Bureau cabdie from Jerusalom, 
the question between France and Great Britain in regard to the northern 
frontier of Palestine bordering on Syria has been settled. It may be 
expected that the inclusion within Palestine of the Jewish Colony of 
Metuilah, in Upper Galiiee, will be officially promulgated in afew days. 

Metullah is the northernmost Jewish colony in Palestine, situated on 
the borderline between Palestine and Syria, close to the Jewish colonies 
of Kfar Gileady and Tel-Hai, which are a little within the border.

“DUAL NATIONALITY.” 


(From a Zionist Correspondent.) 


When Colonel Goldswid, that gallant lover of Zion, was asked how 
ho could reconcile bis patriotism with his Zionist aspirstions, he was 
wont to reply that as England was bis fatherland 60 was Zion his mother. 
land, and that his affection for the latter did not in any way conilict with 
his devotion to the former. That was a somewbat poetical way of 
answering the query, but it can scarcely be said to cfler a reasoned 
solution of what is to some a paradox and to others a problem. The 
usual terms in which the objection is raised is that the Zionist 
lays claim to a nationality in addition to that of the country in which he 
lives, and that such “dual nationality” spells inconsistency and 
insincerity, if not even disloyalty. How, it is asked, is it possible for a 
British Jew to be possessed at one and the same time of British and of 
Jewish nationality? The answer is, in the first place, that the qnestion 
is erroneously framed, for the word “nationality” is used in quite a 
different sense when we speak of British nationality, from that which 
is connoted in speaking of Jewish nationality. 

This fundamental error is due to the fact that in Western Lurope 
“pation” is used as synonymous with “State,” whereas io Eastern Europe it 
means a people or race. The Westerao connotation is essentially political, 
the Eastern is only ethnical. Nationality in the West means citivenship, 
with ail the rights and duties that it entails; whereas in the East it 
means community of stock, language, and historic development, without 
involving any implication of political allegiance, since it does not repre 
sent a political organism. The Western sense is of wider import 
than the Eastern, for the State is seldom co-oxtensive with one 
nation; it often contains many nations. In the old lKussian 
Kmpire of the Tsars there were people belonging te over a score 
of nationalities; but whilst they were Poles or Lithuanians, Finns 
or Ukrainians, Letta or Kalmucks, by nationality, they were 
all Russian by citizenship. Similarly, in the old Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy, there were people who were German, Czech, Magyar, 
Rumanian, or Italian by nationality, but they all enjoyed one common 
citizenship—they all bore allegiance to the same State. Even now, in 
Poland, there are not only Poles, but also members of the Lithuanian, 
Ruthenian, and White Russian nationalities, who are in no way less loyal 
than their Polish fellow-citizens to the Polish State. “Daa! nationality,” 
in the sense of simultancous allegiance to two different States, does, 
therefore, not exist. ' 

The absurdity of identifying or confusing nationality with State 
allegiance can be further illustrated by reference to the conditions in the 
United Kingdom. Within this State organism there are not only 
Englishmen, but also Welshmen, Scotsmen, and Irishmen, who al! bear 
allegiance to the same Crown; and that same allegiance is ackuow/odged 
by the citizens of Jowish nationality. If nationality were ideotica! with 
State allegiance, what would be the position of the Jews in Ircland” 
Would they be Irishmen if they lived in Dublin and acknowledged the 
authority of the Irish Il’ ree State, but cease to be Irishmen if they preferred 
the Government of Uister and moved to Belfast? The answer is that in 
the one case they would simply be Irish l'ree State citizens of Jewish 
nationality, and in the other case Ulster or British citizens of Jewish 
nationality. Their citizenship would change, their nationality remam 
unaltered. 

The Zionist can therefore not be taunted with “dual nationality,” for 
there is no such thing. He is simply an English, French, or American 
citizen of Jewish nationality, and there is not the slightest dcgree of 
incompatibility between his loyalty to the State of which he is a citizen, 
and bis attachment to the nationality to which he belongs by descent. 
Nor would his position be changed in any way by the possible creation at 
some future date of a Jewish State, If he continued to live outside the 
Land of Israel bis State allegiance would remain entirely unaffected, 
only if he settled in that land and legally assumed its citizenship would 
he cease to be a citizen of the country he had left and owe allegiance to 
the Jewish State. He would then be Jewish by citizenship as well as by 
nationality. But as for all Jews outside the Land of Israel, no matter 
how ardent Zionists they may be, they have no “ dual nationality"; they 
are only Jewish by nationality, and English, French, or American by 
citizenship.

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Lord Beaverbrook’s Statement.

THE “COMMITTEE OF BRITISH JEWS.” 


Up to the time of going to press (says the Jewish World), Lord Beaver- 
brook has not accepted our Invitation to publish the names of the Jews 
who, be says, waited apon him in order to ask him to take up an attitude 
of opposition to the Zionist Movement, or the name of the body which he 
termed “a Committee of British Jews,” whom his visitors purported 
to represent. Sir Alfred Mond, who, Lord Beaverbrook said, knew the 
names, bas repudiated all knowledge of the matter in terms conclusive 
and oategorical. The Jewish paper in whose Board Room Lord 
Beaverbrook intimated that the names were well-known, has also 
declared that it knows nothing of the deputation. These denials seem to 
us, as we have before pointed out, unquestionable, and yet it is impossible 
te believe that Lord Beaverbrook had no ground for the very specific 
allegation which he made to the Arabs, and has since emphatically 
repeated. The only reasonable conclusion to come to, therefore, is that 
be has in some way been mistaken, and has spoken and written under 
error. 

In the interests of the commanity (the Jewish World continues) it Is 
certainly in the highest degree important that the trath of the matter 
«hould be knowa. Apart from all else, as it stands, Lord Beaverbrook is 
on record as saying that some “eminent” and “ representative " Jews are 
8) bitterly opposed to Zionism as to have taken the deplorable course of 
asking a pablie man like himself, not a member of the community,'to use 
his inflaence in opposition te the movement. But until Lord Beaverbrook 
thinks well to clear up the misunderstanding, whateveriit may be, we do 
not see that the subject can be taken any further—at least, not with the 
present information in our possession. We do not propose, therefore, to 
add any comment upon it until some fresh facts are at our disposal, or 
yotil Lord Beaverbrook speaks. There is nothing, however, to prevent 
those gentlemen who constituted the Deputation to Lord Beaverbrook

SCHEME FOR SUPPLEMENTING THE KEREN HAYESOD.

Louis Marshall, Samuel Untermyer, Orcar Straus, Miss Friedman (the 
‘istcy of Mr, Andrew Friedman), and others Dr. Weizmann also: stated 
that the first steps in the organisation of such an institution had been 


taien ata dinner given at Sherry’s iu New York, at which Miss Friedman 
was hostess to thirty Jewish leaders who listened to addresses on the 
robullding of Palestine delivered by Mr. Oscar Straus, who was the Toast- 
master, Mr. Louis Marshall, and by Dr. Weiznann himself. A meeting 
on the Same subject is to be held in New York, at Mr. Marshall's home, 
next Thursday. 

Concerning the relation between the financial institution which is 
hing planned and the Keren Hayrsod, Dr. Weizmann said: “It goes 
without saying that this institution can only suppiement the work of the 
Jlayesod iu Palestine, since the Keren Hayesod is the foundation for 
all work in that country. Without the services and institutions which 
the Leren Hayesod maintains, without the Hebrew schoo! system and the 
wors of agricultural colonisation, for example, there will be very little 
hope for the establishment of areal Jewish community in Palestine. Sach 
activities can be provided for only by the Keren Haycsod, 

“In the course of my short but very satisfactory stay in the United 
ptates,’ Dr. Weizmann contihued, “I have convinced myself that a 
profound change, amounting to revolution, is taking place in the attitude 
of American Jewry towards Palestine. I have found evidence of this 
change in all sections of the people, in the upper spheres as well as in the 
Jewish masses. I consider this to be the result of our patient and 
Persistent campaign of education in the face of a good deal of misunder-

The Zionist Organisation is informed, on the highest authority, that 
jhe statement published in the press, that letters have been sent from the 
Golopial Office to the Emir Abdullah of Trasmsjordania offering him the 
sovereignty over Palestine and Transjordania if he will take over the 
Balfour Declaration, is wholly unfounded. 


The Italian Catholic Party and Palestine. 


“BRITISH SPECULATION AND JEWISH PROFANATION.” 


On the last day of the Congress of the Catholic Popular Party the 
Palestine question came up for discussion. It was declared essential 
that the Christian, and especially the Catholic and Italian rights in 
Palestine should be guaranteed. Mr. Sturzo, the leader of the Party, 
referred to the absolute need of guaranteeing “our demands in relation to 
the religions problem in Palestine, and the Italian rights to the Coena- 
culum.” At these words the whole Congress rose and acclaimed the 
declaration. He concinded: “As Italians and as Christians we shall 
pever permit the British speculation or the Jewish profanation.” The 
resolution was adopted unanimously. 


The Haluzim in Poland. 
— 
FACILITIES FOR EMIGRATION, 

The Palestine Office in Warsaw has decided to hold back all Polish 
Halozim so that the certificates available for Palestine immigration 
shouki be at the disposal of the Haluzim from Russia, who, under the 
order of the Polish Government, are liable to deportation to Rusaia if they 
do not leave the country immediately. In view of the exceptional circum- 
BStances, the Palestine Zionist Exeoutive has sent to Warsaw a larger 
Humber of cortificates to evable all the Russian Haliuzim to enter 
Palestine. 

The last batch of Russian Haluzim has left on its way to Palestine. 


Altogether this makes a total of 1,236 Russian Haluzim who have pro- 
ceeded to Palestine recently.

English Zionist Federation. 
LONDON REGIONAL CONFERENCE. 


The adjourned London Regional Conference of the English Zionist 
Federation was held on Wednesday at the premises of the Order Sons of 
Jacob, Osborn Street. The Rev. J. K. GoLDBLOOM presided. 


The CHAIRMAN said that the Conference was a continuation of that. 


held a fortnight before Passover, at the Imperial Hotel, to consider the 
questions of the Keren Hayesod, Shekalim, and the forthcoming Congress, 
Mr. H. J. MORGENSTERN, Secretary, presented a report on the Shekel 
campaign. He said that 29,000 shekalim had been distributed, including 
15,000 in London. It was an old experience that only a smal! proportion 
of shekalim distributed were sold. He reminded the Conference that 
they wanted to sel! 2,000 shekalim for each delegate to the Congress. 
He was afraid that even old Zionists did not attach enough importance 
to the sale of shekalim. The shekel seemed to be judged by tis 
| Monetary value, and because it cost only 2s. 6d. it appeared to be 
regarded as of no great significance. It was necessary again to 
oint out the intrintic value of the shekel as being the very basis of the 
ovement and ofthe Zionist Congress. In former times they had tried 
to organise “sheke!l day " with a systematic sale of shekalim, Even 
though the actual results might not have been great, the propaganda 
vaiue had been considerable. He urged thst the institution of 
“ shelel day" should be resumed, and suggested that it should be held on 
May 13th. If English Zionists were to be adequately represented at the 
Congress, an extensive sale of s)ickalim was essential. 
The CHAIRMAN strongly supported the proposal to hold a shchkel day. 
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Reports on the progress of the shekel campaign were presented by a 
number of delegates. 

A resolution was carried in favour of holding a Shekel Day on 
May lth, and a representative committee of cight was appointed to 
make the arrangements, 

Mr. Morris MYER initiated a discussion in regard to the forthcoming 
Congress. He said that few people rightly understood the serious position 
in which the Jewish people stood, not only in Eastern Europe, but aiso in 
the West. Tbe next Congress would have to take account of these problems, 
which were intimately bound up with the rebuilding of Palestine and the 
provision of means to make ft a reality. If the Jews did not do their 
duty, they were faced with the prospect of having not a Jowish, but an 
Engiish Palestioe. A vital question would be the means of drawing tn 
the Jewish forces at present outside the Movement to assist in the work, 
Negotiations were at present being conducted to this end. Zionists would 
have to make sacrifices in this connection, and be ready to concede a place 
in the Jewish Agency to those elements. If Zionists were able to carry out 
the work with their own resources no compromises would bo necessary, but 
it was felt that the introductionof new forces was absolutely necessary. The 
question of leadership was also to be decided at the Congress. He expressed 
the view that it would be a catastrophe if any change were made, so long 
as it was still necessary toconduct political work. The acceptance of the 
famous White Paper would no donbt still be the central potat of criticiam. 
He submitted the view thatifthe White Paper had not been accepted 
the approval of the Mandate by the League of Nations would have been 
doubtfal. Anotber problem to be considered by the Congress was that of 
a general Jewish Congress. He thought that such a Congress at present 
would be valueless, in consequence of the condition of the Jewish popula. 
tion in Eastern Europe. He believed that Dr. Weizmann and Mr. 
Sokolow would continues to receive the support of the majority of the 
Congress, and would be able to reckon on the loyalty of the Foaoglish 
delegates, 

In consequence of the lateness of the hour, the proceedings were then 


concluded.

A communication was read from the Argentine Zionist Federation in 
regard to the Eighth Congress of Argentine Zionists, which wil! be 
held at Buenos Aires from the 9th to 15th May. The Federation has now 
nearly 10,000 members, organised in eighty-seven societies. 

A letter was read from Dr. 8. Boodetsky urging that the questio: of 
allocating Congress Mandates to special organisations be left to the forth. 
coming Twenty-fourth Annual Conference. 

It was reported that the Annual Conference will meet in 
Manchester on Sunday and Monday, jrd and 4th June. The Manchester 
Zionists bave appointed a special Committee to make the necessary local 
arrangements in connection with the Conference. A specia! meeting of 
the Council will be held towards the end of the second week in May to 
settle the agenda. Resolutions by affiliated bodies intended for the 
agenda of the Conference must be received in time for that meeting of 
the Council, while names of delegates, accompanied by remittances for 
dues, and nominations for the new Council, must be received during the 
first week in May. 

It was agreed to support an appeal about to be issued by the Young 
Zionist Council for a building fund, with the object of providing suitable 
premises for the Young Zionists in Lordon. 

It was also decided to invite Sir Wyndham Deedes to address 4 
representative gathering, under the auspices of the Federation.

The Chief Rabbi's Visit. 


A large gathering of ministers and representatives of synagogues 
and institutions assembled at the Central Station last Ir day 
afternoon to welcome the Chief Rabbi on his arrival. He had travelled 
from London with Mr. Aschkenasy, and drove with Rabbi Dr. Salomon 
(whose guest he was) to his house. The Chief Rabbi preached to 
crowded congregations on Friday evening at the Holy Law Synagogue, 
and ov Sabbath at the United, Soath Broughton, and the Rumanian 
Synagogues, and also fulfilled several other engagements on the two 
following days. 

GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 

A special service in ald of the local hospitals was held on Sunday 
afternoon. The Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress attended in state, and 
wero received by a guard of honour of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 

In the course of his sermon the Chief Rabbi said that he wished to 
iay a double emphasis opon the Lord Mayor's appeal for the hospitals. 
The fund was to assist not one hospital, but all hospitals inthe district, 
and he knew that every Jew who had the honour of his people at heart 
would respond liberally. Mankind, he went on, had not yet recovered, 
and, alas{ would not for many a decade recover from the catastrophe 


that overtook civilisation eight years,ago. That world war had morally, 
as well as physically, shaken,the whole fabric of human society to its 
foundations. For years to como it would have left behind it in the minds 
of men and women a terrible cheapeniug of human life and an appalling 
caliousnesa to buman woe. In the years after the cessation of hostilities— 
throughout 191) and 1920—there continued an ualnterrupted slaughter of 
the defenceleas Jewish population of the Ukraine. Withoutdiatinotion ofage 
or sex, 150.000 human baings were done to death amid fiendish tortures. 
EKatire communities were thrown into the Daiester, buried alive, or thrown 
into lime pits. Savagery such asthis should have stung the world, but no 
Government coudemned these butcheries, tho churches and the leaders 
of opinion were dum), the League of Nations was of no avail. With very 
few exceptions the entire daily Press ef the English-speaking world 
refused even to make mention of this systematic extermination of an 
entire people. There was—and there still continned—a veritable con- 
Spiracy of silence on the subject. He therefore welcomed the fierce 
anger that had recentiy beeu aroused against the rulers of Soviet Ruasia 
for their condemnation of two Church dignitaries, and trusted that he 
Was justified in looking upon the indignation evoked by this act as a 
reawakening of the Western conscience from its torpor. 


Rabbi Dr. Salomon read the Prayer for the Royal Family. The 
collection amounted to about £60. The guests and members were 
received in the new Succah, where Mr. Jerome Jacobs extended a welcome 
to the Lord Mayor, Lord Rothschild, Mr. O. E. d’'Avigdor Goldsmid, Mr. 
J. Prag, J.P., and other guests. 

The Lord Mayor, tu reply, expressed his pleasure at the brilliant 
service he had heardinu aid of the Hospitals. Oae never appealed in 
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vain to the Jewish race. He counted some of his bost friends among the 
Jewish community. He was very grateful to the Onief Rabbi for his 
eloquentappeal. Lord Rothschild briefly expressed his acknowledgments.

HIGHER BROUGHTON SYNAGOGUE,

A tablet recording 
the fact was read by the Hon, Secretary.

Mr, Cohen's example 
had been followed by others. 

Mr. COHEN having replied, 

Mr. E. LICHTENSTEIN presented a gold key to Mr. Fred A. Shiers 
for his gift of the land for a burial ground, and said that it was only ono 
of mauy gifts presented by Mr. Shiers to the Congregation. He thanked 
the Chief Rabbi for hia visit. 

Mr. SHIERS, in returning thanks, said that he thought every congre- 
gation shou/d have a cemetery of its own, 

Mr. L. KLETZ, in presenting a golii key to Mr. Henry Cohen for the 
gift of the front wall of the cemetery and gates, said that Mr. Cohen was 
known for his good deeds not only to that synagogue, but to the com. 
munity in general. 

Mr. COHEN expressed his acknowledgments, and said that he was 
always ready to do his best for Jewry. 


NORTH MANCHESTER SYNAGOGUE, 


Mr, Bernhardt Balaban, President and Chairman of the Buria) Board, 
presided at the consecration of the new Burial Ground at Prestwich, on 
Sunday last. The ceremony was performed by the Chief Rabbi, and 
Psalms were read by the Rev. J. M. de Gozman. In reply to the presen. 
tation to him of a silver trowel by Mr. H. R. Davidson, Mr. Balaban said: 
“To the glory of God and to the revered memory of iny dear parents, | 
declare this stone well and truly laid." They had met on that solemn 
day to consecrate the ground as aOvnna Mma. For thirty years they had 
been catered for the disposal of their dead by the Old Hebrew 
Congregation, yet they felt that a cemetery to a large and growing 
congregation was a vital necessity, and that ceremony was a result 
of a long-cherished desire, He would be ungrateful were he not to 
mention that Messrs. Nathan Laski, J.P., and Levy Davis were 
the meana of obtaining the plot of land for the proposed Jewish com. 
munal buria! ground—and for that congregatiun—and that Mr. Alfred E. 
Kowrower had defrayed the cost of the freehold of their portion of the 
cemetery. They also desired to acknowledge the gift of the front wall 
and gate by Mr. Henry Cohen, who for many vears served them as 
Treasurer and President, and to all those who had supported the scheme. 

Additional foundation stones were laid by Messrs. Henry Cohen, 
Israel Kindler, and Philip Pariser, all of whom received silver trowels.

HIGHER CRUMPSALL SYNAGOGUE, 


The synagogue the newest of the Manchester synagogues—was 
consecrated on Sunday evening in the presence ofa largeassembly. ‘The 
opening ceremony was performed by Mr. Abraham Bernstein, to whom 
a gold key was presented by Mr. D. Spiro. The Rev. 8. Pincasovicz 
officiated, assisted by the choir of the New Synagogue. Rabbi Dr. B. 
Salomon recited the Prayer for the Royal Family. After the usual 


circuits had been mada, the Chief Rabbi delivered a sermon, in the course 
of which he said: In every age and clime have Israel's scattered sons 
deemed the erection of a House of Worship as among the holiest of duties 
and highest of privileges. I¢ has been a favourite Mifzvah in Judaism 
since the earliest beginnings of Israel as a Kingdom of Priests. Duriog 
his Pastoral tour to the Overseas’ Dominions, he had seen men and 
women earnestly striving, often under tremendous difficulties, to keep the 
lamp of Jewish devotion alight. And that vibrant communal life and 
intense Jewish loyalty were rendered possible in those far-away com- 
munities, because the pioneers who established them made the erection 
of a synagogue their first care wherever they came. If they would get to 
the heart of that day’s ceremony, so that the synagogue meant unto them 
and their children what it meant to the long line of altar-builders who 
had gone before them, they must grasp the full meaning of the verses 
from the Biblical Reading of that week, “ Holy shall ye be, for holy am I, 
the Lord your God.” Holiness in modern Israel was only possible where 
the hearts of fathers and ohildren beat in spiritual unison, where the 
Sanctuary, the Synagogue, was loved and revered. By means of pubiic 
worship on Sabbath, Feast and Festival, by means of prayer and Scrip- 
ture Lesson, pulpit instruction and class teaching, the Synagogue kept 
alive the cousciousness of the divine possibilities of their nature alive 
within them. Let them resolve that the synagogue and school they 
were consecrating that day should tranamit the divine message of Judaism 
—its doctrine of holiucss and human brotherhood to the present and the 
future, fully, faithfully, and worthily. The Chief Rabbi concluded with 4 
prayer. 


ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


A meeting which attracted about a thousand people, was held Jast 
Banday evening at the Derby Hal! under the auspices of the loca! branch. 
LORD ROTHSCHILD, who presided, sald that when invited to preside 0B 
that occasion he did so with pleasure because the causes for which the 
Anglo-Jewish Association stood were of great importance to Jewry. 
Education affected not only the Jewish community, but tended to uplift 
and prosper the world in general. The schools abroad, which owed much

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of their success to the late Sir Moses Montefiore, trained the pupils to 
become useful citizens and raised their level of living and of civilisation. 
That meeting had been called for the purpose of enrolling new members. 


The CHIEF RABBI said that he hoped every man, woman, and child 
would join the Anglo-Jewish Association, the motto of which was the 
“ Brotherhood of Israel.” All Jews were brethren and were responsible 
one for the other, especially the fortunate one for the unfortunate. 
The Anglo-Jewish Association was a most important factor in 
the work of the Joint Foreign Committee. It studied the needs 
of the poor; studied the condition of Jews in foreign lands. 
The way of helping Jews was by educating the children, and that 
the Association did. It provided teachers, gave grants for improvements 
of buildings, and it helped considerably in other directions. At the 
Evelina School in Jerusalem: 900 girls were trained in a way that many 
Manchester parents mightenvy. There were other organisations which 
concentrated their efforts on Zionism, a sacred and noble work in which 
he was with them heart and soul; but alongside their work was the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, which said, ‘“ We must not neglect our brethren 
all over the world who need our help.” Any Jew, whether rich or poor, 
who cared only for the Jews of his own country, had crossed out his name 
from the golden and holy scroll of Judaism. “ We are all in the same 
boat.” said Dr. Hertz. ‘When misfortune comes we are all brethren, 
and no Jew has a right to say ‘I live ina safe and fortunate and happy 
country; I care not what happens to the Jew in Persia and India «nd 
Morocco and other forgotten and forsaken parts of the world.’ We can 
never drink the cup of liberty In peace as long as our brethren are 
suffering.” He appealed for more subscribers. 

Mr. O. E. D’AViIGDOR-GOLDSMID said that that was the first meeting 
be had addressed in the provinces. The Anglo-Jewish Association was 
fifty-one years old, and the length of its existence showed it must bave 
accomplished some real good. It protected Jews in all parts of the world 
and endeavoured to obtain for them equal rights with other inhabitants. 
The position of the Jews in Russia was considerably worse than it had 
been for the past twenty-five years. The Association had pledged itself to 
support the policy of the Government respecting the Mandate for Pales- 
tine, and there was a possibility of the Association being invited to take 
part in the affairs of Palestine. It would always recognise its responsi- 
bility to the British Government in trying to develop the possibilities of 
Palestine and to do something to relieve the appalliug problem in Eastern 
Kurope. 

Mr. J. Praa, J.P., said the Anglo-Jewish Association waa really the 
only foreign Jewish Missionary Society that existed in this country. 

Mr. J. LUSTGARTEN moved: 


That this meeting, recognising the valuable work the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion has carried on for the benefit of Jewry for fifty years, pledges itself to 


support the Association and to increase the membership of the Manchester .

Mr. I. CANSINO seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously, 

Mr. NEVILLE J. LASKI moved, and Mr. J. HAMWEE seconded, a vote 
of thanks to the visitors. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, in moving a vote of thanks to Lord Rothschild, 
spoke of his (Mr. Laski’s) visit to the Jewish School in Bombay. If it 
were only for the work the Association did in connection with the Beni 
Isrcelites, it was well worthy of support. They were deeply grateful to 


_ Lord Rothschild for coming to Manchester. 


Lord ROTHSCHILD, who received an ovation, said that the Anglo- 
Jewish Association was mainly the instrument that brought about the 
Minority Treaty—and that was a great weapon against anti-Semitism. 

During the afternoon the annual meeting of the branch was held. 
Mr. NATHAN LASKI presided, and extended a welcome to the members 
of the Counell who had come from London. 

Mr. M. Wiss, Treasurer, submitted the balance-sheet, which was 
adopted.

RECEPTION AT THE TOWN HALL. 


On Monday, the Lord Mayor held a reception in honour of the Chiet 
Rabbi at the Town Hall, to which he had invited representatives of 
several synagogues and communal institutions. Several hundred guests 
were present. 

The LORD MAYoR, in a stirring speech, made an appeal on behalf of 
the Manchester Hospitals. 

In the course of an address, acknowledging the courtesy done him, 
the CHIn® RABBI made an appeal to the Jews of the city to help the Lord 
Mayor's efforts to raise two million shillings for the hospitals. To do so, 
he urged, was to prove their civic patriotism. He could assure them that 
the Jewish inhabitants of any city loved it and honoured it. What 
better way of showing this was there than to help the advancement 
ofall great civic causes that made for peace, for learning, and for the health 
and general welfare of its inhabitants? In Manchester, at the moment, 
the Jews could not show their civic patriotism better than by support- 
ing the great humanitarian cause for which the Lord Mayor was appealing. 
Patriotism resembled religion in many rereprcts. During the last few 
years the Jewish community had found that some people had just enough 
Patriotism to siander, libel, and bate their fellow-men. They had suffered 
from that kind of religion and patriotism in the few years that had 
followed the unfortunate peace. He hoped that the Jews of Manchester 
Would show that their religion and patriotism were strong enough and 
divine enough to inspire them with love for their fellow-men. Jewish men 
and Women should prove by their actions to the Lord Mayor and to their 
fellow-citizens that the religion of the Jews wasa religion that made them 
love their fellow-men, and that the patriotism which dominated their 
lives was a sentiment which made them labour forthe welfare of the city 
in w hich they lived,

The Jewish Golf-Course. 


CHARGE OF ANTI-SEMITISM REFUTED. 


The article on “A Jewish Golf-Course,” by Mr. M. J. Landa, which 
Was printed in ovr ieane of the Lith inst., and in which the writer alleged 
anti-Semitism against golf-clubs in Leeds, bas called forth a reply from 
the golf correspondent of the Yor'shkire I’ost. In Monday’s issue of 
that paper he refutes the statement of Mr. Landa and also that of 
Mr. H. Simans, who in au interview said that in the golf-civbs 
of the Le.ds and Harrogate district there was more anti- 
Jewish feeling than in any other district in the country. 
@ vi Yorksture goliers in general, says the corre- 
spondent, and of the clubs in the Leeds districs ia particular, extending 
now over many years, he could assure Mr. Simans and the Jewish 
Chronicle that there 1s not, and never has been, any feeling against the 
Jews as such which would justify the use of so ominous and grandiose 4 
term as “Anti-Semitism.” If Jews have been rejected from golf ciuns, 
it has not been because of blind race prejudice. Nothing is gained by 
shutting one’s eyes to the fact (proved by ample experience) that Jews 
and Britishers do not blend very well in a golf club, or, at any rate, 
have not done 80 up to now. Golf to the Jew is a new game, and in 
spite of his wonderful adaptability, he (with exceptions, of course) bas not 
yet acquired the appreciation of the traditions and spirit of the gime that 
comes instinctively to the ordinary Britisher. Then, like other pecpie, 
the Jew suffers from the defects of his virtues. One of these virtues is 
“clannisbness.” Whena Jew joins a golfciab, he wants all his family and 
friends to share his new pleasure. Consequently, once sees happy family 
parties wandcring round the links, following the matches of their relatives. 
At Garforth, with its very limited club-house accommodation, these parties 
of non-golfers have at times led to some inconvenience. It is for defiuite, 
distinct, and practica! reasons-such as these that the Jews have not been 
popular in golf clubs, but to cal! this anti-Semitism is absord. Every 
golfer sincerely congratulates the Jews of Leeds on their excellent new 
course, and wishes them every success. They will be cordially received 
into the general body of Yorkshire golfdom on their merits as golfers and 
Sportsmen. It seems to be inevitable that people like the Jews, living 
among other races, shonld be prone to self-pity. It is, however, to be 
regretted that the inauguration of the Moor Allerton Golf Club should have 
been marred by such a charge against the other golfers of the district. :

“Aren't We All?”’ 


A visit to “ Aren't We All?” at the Globe Theatre should convince 
even the most pessimistic that the wholesale importations af American 
plays and American actors by British managers is unnecessary. Written 
by a British author and acted by a British cast, “Aron’t We All?” isa 
very bright and amusing comedy. The plot is perhaps a trifle thin, and 
the last act, like so many last acts, drags a little; but the dialogue is 
always witty and sometimes brilliant, and the acting is uniformly 
excelient. Furthermore, the audience has that now very rare 
pleasure of hearing every word that is spoken by any member of the 
cast. Miss Marie Lohr, as the Hon. Mrs. W. Tatham, plays with charm 
and sincerity, and Miss Ellis Jeffreys, in the part of Lady Frinten, gives 
an excellent performance on lines familiar to her admirers. Mr. Herbert 
Marshall makes an attractive figure of the harassed young husband, and 
Mr. Julian Royce, as his old roué of a father, gives a very fluished per- 
formance. Mr. Eric Lewis provides a delightfal study of the Rev. Ernest 
Lynton ; it is a relief to find a really humorous impersonation of a clergy- 
man on lines other than those of “ The Private Secretary.” There is only 
one really weak point about “Aren’t We All?” and that is its silly and 


inadequate title. 
“Jack Straw.” 


It is a little surprising that the management of the Criterion Theatre 
should bave chosen to revive Mr. Somerset Maugham’s play, “Jack Straw.” 
it is a hackneyed farce, combining a namber of stock situations into a 
rather unoriginal whole, and it is difficult to realise that it was written by 
the author of that brilliant comedy, “ The Circle.” Nevertheless, although 
“Jack Straw” may be regarded by the captious as an “early indiscre- 
tion” on the part of Mr. Maugham, it is still a play that many of our 
lesser dramatists would be proud to bave written. It is deftly con- 
structed, and the dialogue always sparkles, even if it is sometimes the 
effervescence of ginger ale rather than of champagne. On the whole, the 
acting is good. Sir Charles Hawtrey, in the title-rdle, is immense in 
more senses than one, and plays the part with great gusto. Miss Lottie 
Venne, as the rich vulgarian, Mrs. Parker Jennings, gives a richly 
humorous performance. Miss Helen Haye, as Lady Wanley, is also very 
effective—in spite of a tendency to spoak too rapid!y—and wears sore 
delightful dresses. Mr. Forrester Harvey appeared to be uncomfortable 
in the role of a marquis, and Mr. David Miller equally so in that of the 
piebelan Parker Jennings. 


“8. U.. Re 

Produced at the St. Alariin’s Theatre last Tuesday, “R. U. R.” is 
described as “a fantastic melodrama.” The description is accurate as 
far as it goes, but “R. U. R.” is more than a melodrama. It isa satire 
and an allegory, bearing a general resemblance to Samuel Butler’s 
remarkable chapter on “ Machines,” in Frewhon. While itis always 
clear that “R, U. R.” is allegorical, the exact interpretation of the allegory 
is not always obvious, Jlossib!y the work of Karel Capek, the Czecho- 
siovakian dramatist, may have suffered some loss in this respect in the 
dual proce: ss of tramsiation and “adaptation.” Certainly it has lost all 
sugeestion of a foreign origin, which is perhaps a dabious advantage. 
The story of a race of frankenstein monsters who rise and destroy their 
cre:tors is too well known to need recapitulationo. The staging and 
ceneral production is excellent, and the Schwabe-Hasait lighting instal- 
lation allows of some very finc tableaux,-particularly in the third act, 
when the figures of the Robots are silhonetted in the window against the 
Setting sun. The acting is remarkably good, outstanding performances 
belong given by Mr. Basil Rathbone, as the General Manager of Rossum’s 
‘ oiversal Robots, Mr. Brember Wills, as Alquist, the ultimate sole sur-

University Sympathy at Student's Funeral. 


Mr. Theodore Chanock, a South African medical student at Aberdeen 
University, met his death last Friday in tragic ciroumstances in a motor 
accident. The general sympathy which was felt at the sad end of a 
promising young life—Mr. Chanock was only eighteen years of age —was 
touchingly manifested by the presence of a large congregation in the 
Mitchell Hall, where a Jewish service was conducted by K«bbi Dr. 
Salis Daiches, of Edinburgh—an incident unique in the history of (he 
University. The congregation included Principal Sir George Adam 
Smith, the professors and students, and members of the local Jewish com- 
munity. Mr. Leon Chanock, the deceased’s elder brother, was chicf 
mourner. All the males present kept their hats on ont of respect 
to Jewish custom. The Principal, on behalf of the University, expressed 
ite profound grief at the death of a student of such ability and high 
character, and of such promise in the practice of the profession be 
had adopted. Dr. Daiches delivered an impressive address, in the »urse of 
which he said that the example which that great University had shown 
would touch the hearts of the Jewish poople in this country and beyond 
the confines of the realm. It showed how nobie-hearted were those who 
carried on its destinies, and how they sought to have unity in the love 
and service of God, and of truth, knowledge, culture and education. 
When the bereaved parents knew of the universa! sorrow and expressivn 
of grief which that occasion had evoked they would hold their peace, they 
would not complain, but would say “God's will be done.” There was & 
dense crowd of sympathetic spectators in the thoroughfares through which 
the cortége passed on its way to the Jewish burial ground, where Dr. 
Daiches read the customary prayers.

“Aren't We All?” 


A visit to “ Aren’t We All?” at the Globe Theatre should convince 
even the most pessimistic that the wholesale importations af American 
plays and American actors by British managers is unnecessary. Written 
by a British author and acted by a British cast, “Aren't We All?” isa 
very bright and amusing comedy. The plotis perhaps a trifle thin, and 
the last act, like so many last acts, drags a little; but the dialogue is 
siways witty and sometimes brilliant, and the acting is uniformly 
excelient. Furthermore, the audience has that now very rare 
pleasure of hearing every word that is spoken by any member of the 
cast. Miss Marie Lobr, as the Hon. Mrs. W. Tatham, plays with charm 
and sincerity, and Miss Ellis Jeffreys, in the part of Lady Frinten, gives 
an excellent performance on lines familiar to her admirers. Mr. Herbert 
Marshall makes an atteoactive figure of the harassed young husband, and 
Mr. Julian Royce, as his old roué of a father, gives a very fluished per- 
formance. Mr. Eric Lewis provides a delightful study of the Rev. Ernest 
Lynton ; it is a relief to find a really humorous impersonation of a clergy- 
man on lines other than those of The Private Secretary.” There is only 
one really weak point about “Aren’t We Ail?” and that is its silly and 
inadequate title. 


“Jack Straw.” 


It is a little surprising that the management of the Criterion Theatre 
should have chosen to revive Mr. Somerset Maugham’s play, “Jack Straw.” 
It is a hackneyed farce, combining a number of stock situations into a 
rather unoriginal whole, and it is difficult to realise that it was written by 
the author of that brilliant comedy, “ The Circle.” Nevertheless, although 
“Jack Straw” may be regarded by the captious as an “early indiscre- 
tion” on the part of Mr. Maugham, it is still a play that many of our 
lesser dramatists would be proud to bave written. It is deftly con- 
atructed, and the dialoguc always sparkles, even if it is sometimes the 
effervescence of ginger ale rather than of champagne. On the whole, the 
acting is good. Sir Charles Hawtrey, in the title-rdle, is immense in 
more senses than one, and plays the part with great gusto. Miss Lottle 
Venne, as the rich vulgarian, Mrs. Parker Jennings, gives a richly 
humorous performance. Miss Helen Haye, as Lady Wanley, is also very 
effective—in spite of a tendency to spoak too rapid!y—and wears some 
delightful dresses. Mr. Forrester Harvey appeared to be uncomfortable 
in the role of a marqnis, and Mr. David Miller equally so in that of the 
piebelan Parker Jennings. —

Produced at the St. Mariin’s Theatre last Tuesday, “R. U. R.” is 
lesoribed as “a fantastic melodrama.” The description is accurate as 
far as it goes, but “R. U. R.” is more than a melodrama. It is a satire 
and an allegory, bearing a general resemblance to Samuel! Butler’s 
remarkable chapter on “ Machines,” in Frewhon. While it is always 
clear that" R. U. R.” is allegorical, the exact interpretation of the allegory 
ia not always obvious. lossibly the work of Karel Capek, the Czecho- 

Sovakian dramatist, may have suffered some loss in this respect in the 
du«l proce: ss of tramsiation and “adaptation.” Certainly it has lost all 
sogevestion of a foreign origin, which is perhaps a dubious advantage. 
The story of a race of Frankenstein monsters who rise and destroy their 
creitors is too well known to need recapitulation. The staging and 
‘eneral production is excellent, and the Schwabe-Hasait lighting instal- 
lation allows of some very finc tableaux, particularly in the third act, 
when the figures of the Robots are silhonetted in the window against the 
setting sun. The acting is remarkably good, outstanding performances 
beiog given by Mr. Basil Rathbone, as the General Manager of Rossum’s 
oiversal Robots, Mr. Broember Wills, as Alquist, the ultimate sole sur- 
vivor of mankind, Mr. Clifford Mollison, as Jacob Berman, the chief 
cashier, and Mr. Lesiie Banks, as a particularly terrifying Robot.

AMONG THE AMATEURS. 
North London Operatic Socicty. 


The North London Operatic Society gave a performance of Gilbert 
and Sullivan's “ The Mikado” at the Northern Polytechnic, Holloway, on 
Thursday of last week. The production was decidedly an ambitious 
effort, and Mr. Montagne Buxton, the producer, and ali concerned, «re to 
be congratulated on what was on the whole a very successful rendering. 
The staging and presentation were excellent, and tho chorus work also 
fave evidence of careful rehearsing. Mr. Cyril J. Corker, as Ku Ko, was 
responsible for most of the humour, aad was ably seconded by Mr. Wil 
Robinson, as Pooh-Bah. Mr. Oorker, however, showed a tcudency to 
expend much energy in comedy of the “knockabout” type, and also to 
“shout” his songs somewhat. Miss Millicent Altman made an attrnctive 
and vivacious Yam-Yum, and Mr. Harcourt Brown was sufficiently 
terrifying as the Mikado.

I want to recall this weck a question which was addressed to me 
some time ago in regard to our prayers. One of wy readers asked me 
whether Judaism only approved set prayers and looked with disfavour 
upon private petitions. If I remember rightly, I replied that that 
was not so, that the reason why we had set prayers was because no} 
everyone was capable of putting into appropriate lanjuage the praise 
of God and the aspirations and yearnings of the humwav heart. And 
another reason was that if each individual were ict: enticcliy to him- 
self to frame his prayers there might be a tendency to consider only 
his own selfish interests, to pray for undesirable things, to forget the 
brotherhood of Israel and the wider brothcrhood of humanity in 
whose name petitions to the Throne cf Grace ought preperly to be 
addressed. But even s0, full liberty is given for private prayer, 
The Talwnd records the individual prayers of several of the Rabbis, 
and some of them are so beautiful that I should like to reproduce them 
here. One or two you may recognise as having been incorporated in 
the prayer-book and become part of the common treasury cf devotion 
of the House of Israel. 


RABBINICAL PRAYVELS. 


Rabbi Elazar prayed: “May it be Thy wil], O Lord our God, to 
instil into us love, brotherhood, peace, and friendship; enlarge our 
borders by disciples; sanctify our aspirations by hope; srant our 
portion in the Garden of Eden; canse us to be led by a ,ood friend 
and by good inclinations in Thy world; and when we rise Up Cause ug 
to make the hope of our heart to fear Thy name, aud mayest Thou 
grant us peace of soul for good!” Rabbi Jochanan prayed: “ May it 
be Thy will, O Lord our God, to leok upon our disgrace and have 
regard for our misfortune; clothe Thyself in Thy compassion, 
surround Thyself with Thy might, robe Thyself in Thy love, gird 
Thyself with Thy grace, and cause Thy goodness aud Thy mercy ta 
rule over us.” Rabbi Sera prayed: “ May it be Thy willthat wedonof 
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sin and come not in shame and disgrace before our fathers.” Rabbi 
Chiya prayed: ‘“ May Thy law be our portion, that our heart grow not 
sick nor our eye dim.” Rab prayed: “Grant us long life, a life of 
peace, of good, of blessing, of preservation and quickening of our 
mortal frame, of fear of sin, free from disgrace and shame, a life of 
riches and honcvir, of love for the Torah and fear of God, and falfil the 


wishes of our heart for good.” 


A FINE PETITION. 
You may recognise the foregoing as having found a place in the 


prayer recited at the announcement of the forthcoming New Moon. 
Here is another very fine petition which has found a place in almost 


identical terms in the morning prayers. It is by the teacher known 
simply as Rabbi: “O Lord, our God and the God of our fathers save 
us from arrogant men and from arrogance, from evil men, from evil 
bappenings, an evi! inclination, an evil companion, and an evil neigh- 
bour, from the destroying accuser, from a hard judgment and a bard 
opponent, whether he be a son of the covenant or not.” Rabbi Safra 
prayed: “ Establish peace among the angels on high and the princes on 
earth and among the disciples who occupy themselves with the Torah, 
whether with pure intent or not, and may those who do not study the 
Law in unselfishness rise to that height.” Rabbi Alexandri prayed: 
“Grant us our place in light and not in darkness, that our heart may 
not grow sick nor our eye dim.” There are many other such prayers 
quoted. But I have cited enough to show the lofty character of the 
Rabbis’ prayerful thoughts, as an indication that our private devotions 
should be on as high a piane as possible.
